Gentlemen, 

Having  been  permitted  to  superintend 
the  publication  of  the  new  edition  of  the  Register 
for  the  present  year,  I  cannot  but  express  my 
great  gratification  at  finding the  admirable  results 
which  have  attended  our  thus  placing  on  perma- 
nent record,  all  details  connected  with  the  ad- 
ministration of  our  Trusts  and  Charities,  which 
is  thus  secured  to  all  future  time  almost  beyond 
the  reach  of  accident.  In  the  address  which 
preceded  the  edition  of  1838,  I  had  entered  very 
fully  into  our  previous  difficulties,  on  which,  the 
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whole  having  been  so  happily  overcome,  it  is  now 
no  longer  necessary  to  dwell.     One  of  the  great 
reforms  then  introduced,  and  which  above  all 
others  contributed  to  extricate  us  from  those 
difficulties,  was,  in  my  opinion,  the  appointment 
and  good  organization  of  Committees.     The  ori- 
ginal objections  made  to  them,  of  an  interference 
with  the  privileges  of  the  Master  and  Wardens 
for  the  time  being,  are  now,  I  should  hope,  hap- 
pily removed.    So  far  from  any  consequences  of 
that  kind  attending   them,    they  are  found  I 
believe  of  material  assistance  to  all  members  of 
the  Court  who  serve  those  offices,  while  they 
detract  nothing  from  their  state   and   dignity. 
This  at  least  I  will  venture  to  affirm,  that  to 
Committees  the  Company  are  mainly  indebted 
for  the  good  working  and  prosperous  condition 
of  the  Irish  Estate,  out  of  which  has  arisen,  not 
only  a  large  increase  of  income,  for  that  is  a 
consideration    relatively  of  minor  importance, 
but  the  opportunity  of  doing  great  good  in  that 
part  of  Ireland  in  which  that  Estate  is  situated, 
and  thus  fulfilling  the  original  obligation  entered 
into  with  the  Crown,  at  the  time  when  this  Estate 
was  first  conveyed  to  the  Clothworkers'Company . 
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Tt  will  be  perceived  by  those  members  of 
the  Court  who  are  in  possession  of  the  edition 
of  1830,  that  the  present  edition  is  in  a  more 
abridged  form,  a  reduction  which  had  become 
necessary  in  order  to  avoid  too  great  an  expense 
for  printing ;  but  in  addition  to  this  publication 
a  MS  register  has  been  prepared  for  the  use  of 
the  Court  during  their  meetings  of  business,  in 
which  the  fullest  details  will  be  found  of  all 
matters  relating  to  our  Trusts,  Charities,  and 
Estates.  This  book,  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  Committee  of  Record  and  Trusts,  will 
have  all  the  new  matters  which  occur  duly 
entered  up,  and  will  thus  afford  the  latest  as 
well  as  the  fullest  information  on  all  the  subjects 
to  which  it  relates. 

Having  thus  fulfilled  the  task,  which  I  have 
undertaken,  I  leave  it  to  your  indulgent  con- 
sideration, and  beg  to  subscribe  myself,

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TO  THE  TRUSTS,  &c. 

The  Trusts  and  Charities  administered  by  the 
Clothworkers'  Company  are  divided  into  three 
classes.  The  Company's  own  property  forming 
a  fourth. 

1st  Class. 

Those  of  which  the  whole  income  have  been 
specially  appropriated  to  charitable  or  other 
uses  by  the  Donors,  or  subsequently  so,  by 
orders  of  Court. 

2nd  Class. 

Those  of  which  the  whole  or  a  fixed  part 
of  the  income  has  been  assigned  to  the  Com- 
pany's own  use,  either  by  the  Donors,  or  by 
decrees  of  Courts  of  Equity,  or  otherwise. 

3rd  Class. 

Those  bequests  originally  made  for  pious  or 
charitable  uses,   which  have  since  become  ob- 


solete,  and  of  which  the  whole,  or  nearly  the 
whole  income  has  been  appropriated  to  the 
Company. 

4th  Class. 

The  Company's  own  property. 

These  Trusts  are  regulated  in  the  following 
manner,  viz. 

1st  Class. 

1st.  To  keep  distinct  accounts,  and  in  the 
event  of  any  increase  of  income,  to  appropriate 
it  rateably  among-  the'  objects  contemplated  by 
the  Donor. 

2nd.  In  the  event  of  any  accumulation  of 
balance  exceeding  £100,  to  invest  the  same  in 
the  funds  for  the  benefit  of  the  Trust,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Court. 

3rd.  At  the  end  of  every  year  to  carry  what- 
ever balance  there  may  be  for  or  against  each 
trust,  over  to  the  next  year's  account. 

2nd  Class. 

To  keep  distinct  accounts,  and  after  credit- 
ing the  Company  with  its  proportion  of  the 
income,  the  remainder,  if  exceeding  £100,  and 
it  be  not  called  for  immediately,  then  to  be  in- 
vested for  the  benefit  of  the  charity  to  which 
it  belongs. 


3rd  Class. 

To  keep  distinct  accounts,  and  to  assign  to 
them,  according  to  their  respective  incomes, 
such  voluntary  charities  as  the  Court  may  be 
pleased  to  make ;  whatever  balance  may  remain, 
to  be  carried  to  the  Company's  account. 

4th  Class. 

The  charges  made  on  the  Islington  Estate  to 
be  so  continued  agreeably  to  the  orders  of  Courts, 
the  balance  then  to  be  carried  to  the  Company's 
account,  as  also  the  produce  of  the  other  Es- 
tates belonging  to  this  class. 
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REPORTS  OF  COMMISSIONERS  ON  CHARITIES. 


The  Commissioners  of  Charities  on  examin- 
ing into  the  Trusts  connected  with  the  Com- 
pany, gave  a  general  description  of  most  of  them

written  register.

BRICKLIS'  GIFT. 

John  Bricklis,  by  Will  in  1440,  gave  to  the 
Parish  of  Allhallows  the  Great,  a  rent  charge 
of  £3.  6s.  8d.  per  annum,  issuing  out  of  premises 
in  Hey  Wharf  Lane,  which  premises  were  con- 
veyed in  1 508  to  the  Company  by  James  Finch ; 
in  1570  a  decree  was  made  by  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  charging  the  above  premises  with  the 
payment  of  the  said  sum  to  the  Wardens  of 
Brickhill's  Lands,  in  Great  Allhallows,  in 
Thames  Street,  half  yearly  at  Midsummer  and 
Christmas. 


WILLIAM  GARDINER'S  GIFT. 


William  Gardiner,  by  Will  23rd  November, 
1 480,  gave  premises  in  the  Steel  Yard,  to  pay 
£4.  10s.  per  annum  for  two  obits,  the  remainder 
of  the  income  to  repair  the  premises,  and  to  the 
Company's  use. 

The  following  payments  are  annually  charged 
by  the  Company  upon  this  trust,  viz. 

£7.  16s.  for  the  benefit  of  the  Alms- women 
under  the  Countess  of  Kent's  trust,  and  ,£40 
for  two  exhibitions,  founded  by  the  Company 
for  poor  scholars  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

The  present  income  is  ,£185,  and  the  expen- 
diture £48,  leaving  a  balance  of  £137,  which 
is  now  carried  to  the  Company's  account,  but 
is  considered  available  for  further  charities. 
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JAMES  FINCH'S  GIFT. 


James  Finch,  by  will,  15th  February,  1508, 
gave  to  the  Company  of  Sheermen  (now  united 
with  the  Clothworkers'  Company)  the  premises 
called  Hey  Wharf,  in  trust,  to  find  a  Bachelor 
or  Doctor  of  Divinity  to  read  Divinity  in  Whit- 
tington  College,  the  Reader  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Master  of  the  College  and  others,  he  to  be 
paid  £10  yearly — also  to  pay  £2  for  obits,  the 
residue  of  the  profits  for  repairs,  &c.  and  to 
the  Company. 

The  Court  at  one  time  appear  to  have  ex- 
ercised a  controul  over  the  election  of  the  Read- 
er, but  such  is  not  now  the  case.  After  the  lire 
of  London  the  Lecturer  was  not  paid  for  ten 
years,  and  in  1700  a  question  seems  to  have 
arisen  in  regard  to  the  payment  to  him,  but  by 
the  Court,  14th  October,  1702,  it  appears  to 
have  been  settled  according  to  a  decree  made 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses. — The 
Court,  4th  July,  1740,  ordered  that  during 
pleasure,  neither  the  Land  or  any  other  tax 
should  be  deducted  out  of  the  Lecturer's  £10. 
The  present  Lecturer  is  the  Rev.  Isaac  Hill, 
who  was  appointed  in  1827. 
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The  following-  payments  are  annually  charg- 
ed by  the  Company  upon  this  trust,  viz. 

£8,  Thomas  Burnell's  gift  to  sundries. 

£10  to  each  Almsman's  Widow,  generally 
about  five  in  number. 

£5,  Packingtons  gift  to  five  poor  people  of 
the  Parish  of  St.  Botolph  Aldersgate. 

£3.  6s.  8d.  Bricklis  gift,  see  fol.  7. 

The  residue  of  the  income,  about  ,£720,  is 
now  carried  to  the  Company's  account,  but  is 
considered  available  for  further  charities. 

The  premises  are  now  in  lease  to  Messrs. 
Calvert,  for  63  years,  from  Christmas,  1838, 
at  £800  per  annum.  The  boundaries  of  this 
estate  are  not  exactly  defined,  but  in  1839  the 
Court  agreed  not  to  press  their  claim  on  a  mat- 
ter in  dispute  between  them  and  the  present 
lessees. 
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ROGER  GARDINER'S  GIFT. 

000 

Roger  Gardiner,  by  Will  31st  October,  1520, 
gave  to  the  Company  of  Fullers  (now  united 
with  the  Clothworkers'  Company)  the  premises 
in  Billiter  Square,  and  Fenchurch  Street,  in 
trust,  to  perform  an  obit,  the  residue  of  the 
profits  to  be  for  the  repair  of  the  premises,  and 
to  the  use  of  the  Company. 

A  yearly  rent  of  £l.  2s.  4d.  is  paid  to  the 
City  of  London  for  a  vault  under  No.  117,  Fen- 
church Street. 

The  following  payments  are  annually  charged 
by  the  Company  upon  this  trust,  viz. 

About  £350  for  casual  relief. 

£120  for  Hitchins  clothing. 
And  ^£100  for  live  £20  per  annum  pensioners. 

The  present  income  is  £101 1  14s.  whilst  the 
expenditure  may  be  about  £570,  leaving  a  ba- 
lance available  for  further  charities. 
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COUNTESS  OF  KENT'S  TRUST. 


The  Countess  of  Kent,  by  Deed  14th  July, 
1538,  and  by  will,  2nd  December,  1540,  gave 
premises  in  Queenhithe,  Fenchurch  Street,  and 
Whitefriars,  with  some  Almshouses  there,  and 
£350  in  money,  as  also  the  house  she  dwelt  in, 
to  the  intent  the  Company  to  pay  the  seven  Alms- 
women  7£d.  each  weekly,  and  a  Porter  20s. 
per  annum ;  to  make  various  payments  towards 
obits :  the  remainder  of  the  income  to  be  for  re- 
pairing the  Almshouses,  and  to  persons  making 
the  payments ;  or  part  thereof  to  poor  persons 
in  the  jails  and  prisons  of  London. 

On  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Alms-houses, 
the  Company  were  to  elect  other  parties,  giving 
preference  to  the  Widows  of  Clothworkers  of 
the  age  of  50  years  at  least,  with  power  to  re- 
move them  in  case  of  misconduct. 

In  1549  the  Company  sold  the  premises  at 
Queenhithe,  as  also  the  house  that  the  Countess 
dwelt  in. 

The  Company  in  1654  purchased  some  pro- 
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perty  at  Whitefriars  adjoining  to  the  Alms- 
houses, and  which,  since  the  removal  of  the 
Almshouses  in  1770  to  Islington,  has  been 
joined  to  that  property,  and  the  whole  income 
derived  from  that  estate  is  now  carried  to  the 
account  of  this  trust,  vide,  the  written  register 
for  more  particulars  concerning  this  subject. 

A  Porter  was  continued  till  1668,  from  which 
period  eight  Almswomen  have  been  appointed 
in  place  of  seven  and  the  Porter. 

The  rebuilding  of  the  Almshouses  in  1770, 
cost  upwards  of  c£900. 

The  payment  to  the  Almswomen  has  varied 
considerably,  it  is  now  £20  per  annum,  to  each, 
which  includes  the  respective  gifts  of  Aaron 
and  Robinson,  and  the  charge  made  on  W. 
Gardiner's  trust ;  they  each  have  annually  48 
cwt  of  Coals,  and  on  the  1  lth  of  May,  clothing 
under  Heath's  trust.  A  medical  man  attends 
them  in  their  illness,  bedding  is  provided  for 
them,  £5  is  allowed  for  their  funeral,  water  is 
laid  on  for  their  use,  and  they  occasionally  re- 
ceive other  assistance  ;  in  the  case  of  Elizabeth 
Hopkins  an  addition  of  Is.  6d.  per  week  was 
granted  to  her  by  the  Court,  6th  January,  1841, 
on  account  of  her  infirmities.  The  Almswomen 
are  required  to  attend  Lambe's  Chapel  quarterly. 
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For  their  rules  and  orders,  vide,  printed  book 
fol.  11,  and  the  written  book  fols.  30,  51,  55, 
80,  and  230. 

In  1814  the  land  tax  on  the  Fenchurch  Street 
premises,  was  redeemed  for  £352.  The  Com- 
pany allow  4  per  cent,  interest,  per  annum,  on 
the  legacy  of  £300,  and  on  the  money  received 
on  sale  of  the  premises  at  Queenhithe,  &c. 

By  order  of  Court,  16th  August,  1837,  one 
fourth  of  the  income  has  been  settled  as  the 
Company's  portion,  (but  this  settlement  occurred 
before  the  purchase  made  by  the  Company  at 
Whitefriars  was  discovered,  vide  remark  in 
written  register ;)  the  remainder  is  applied  to 
charity,  £64  part  thereof  is  annually  by  order 
of  Court  6th  September,  1837,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  of  Record  and 
Trusts,  applied  to  the  relief  of  poor  prisoners, 
which  sum,  with  £16  from  Holligrave's  trust,  is 
divided  on  New  Year's  day  among  five  prisons 
in  London.  An  account  of  the  distribution  is 
recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  such  purpose. 

The  income  is  about  £355.  lis.  5d.  which  is 
wholly  expended,  indeed  the  expenditure  fre- 
quently exceeds  the  income;  it  may  therefore 
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be  advisable,  when  Watson's  trust  is  able  to 
bear  it,  that  part  of  its  funds  might  be  appro- 
priated to  assist  the  Women's  Almshouse  Ac- 
count. 

At  Michaelmas,  1848,  a  considerable  in- 
crease to  the  income  will  occur,  as  Macliesh's 
lease  will  then  expire. 
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ROBERT  PYLE'S  GIFT. 

OOO 

Robert  Pyle,  by  Will  12th  February,  1538, 
gave  premises  in  Fleet  Lane,  charged  with  £9. 
6s.  8d.  yearly  for  an  obit ;  and  a  quit  rent  of 
13s.  4d.  to  the  Grocer's  Company;  this  latter 
payment  continues,  but  the  former,  at  the  time 
of  the  seizure  of  all  such  trusts  by  the  Crown, 
ceased;  the  Company,  in  1551,  purchased  it 
from  the  Crown. 

The  Company,  in  1683,  purchased  from  the 
City  of  London  some  land  adjoining  to  Pyle's, 
which  from  various  circumstances  have  become 
united,  so  that  they  cannot  now  be  separated, 
the  whole  income,  which  is  about  £910,  is  there- 
fore carried  to  Pyle's  trust. 

The  following  sums  are  charged  to  this  trust, 
viz. 

About  £50. — The  addition  made  to  the  Poor's 
box  in  August. 

£28  under  Shield's  trust  to  the  Cook's 
Company. 

£24  under  Trevor's  trust  to  poor  free- 
women. 

And  about  £7  to  £8,  the  balance  of  a  £20  Ex- 
hibition, under  Hewitt's  trust. 

The  residue,  about  £800,  is  carried  to  the 
Company's  account,  available  at  the  Company's 
pleasure  for  further  charities. 
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OLIVER  CLAYMOND'S  GIFT. 


Oliver  Claymond,  by  Will  28th  February, 
1540,  gave  premises  in  Cornhill,  Abchurch 
Lane,  St. Nicholas  Lane,  and  Mark  Lane,  upon 
trust  to  perform  certain  obits,  now  obsolete. 

In  1591  a  question  arose  as  to  the  yearly  pay- 
ment of  £6.  13s.  4d.  to  the  Vicar  of  Hitchen, 
out  of  this  estate,  the  matter  being  settled  in 
the  Exchequer  Chamber,  the  payment  has  since 
been  regularly  made,  for  further  particulars, 
see  the  Register. 

A  payment  of  £  1  per  annum  to  the  poor  of 
the  Parish  of  All  hallows  Staining,  has  been  re- 
gularly made  since  1 664,  but  no  record  appears 
why  the  same  is  done. 

The  premises  in  Cornhill  were  sold  in  1 765, 
for  £1000,  the  money  having  been  used  for  ge- 
neral purposes,  the  Court  allow  the  trust  £.30 
yearly  as  the  interest  thereon. 

Some  part  of  the  property  in  Abchurch  and 
Nicholas  Lanes  has  also  been  sold,  the  pur- 
chase-monies however  were  invested  in  the 
Court  of  Exchequer,  to  be   laid  out  in  other 
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purchases.  Part  of  such  monies  has  been  ap- 
propriated in  the  purchase  of  a  fee  farm  rent 
of  £11.  3s.  4d.  per  annum,  charged  on  45  and 
46,  Fenchurch  Street;  and  another  portion 
thereof  has  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a 
Warehouse  and  premises  Nos.  8  &  9,  Love  Lane, 
Aldermanbury. 

The  present  income  is  £874. 

The  following  yearly  payments  are  charged 
upon  this  trust,  viz 

£12        for  Aaron's  trust. 
3  12s.  ,,    R.  Boylston's  trust. 
3         ,,    Aid.  Farrington's  trust. 
1  ,,   Burton's  trust. 

5  ,,    Edward's  trust. 

5         ,,    Hewer's  trust. 
21  ,,    Webster's  trust, 

And  about  £440  for  Heath's  charities  for  the 
Almshouses,  Clothing,  and  Ex- 
hibitions. 

The  residue,  about  £383,  is  carried  to  the 
Company's  account,  but  is  available  for  further 
charities. 
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ROGERS  GIFT. 


John  Rogers,  by  Will  5th  May,  1551,  gave 
four  houses  in  St  Mary  Woolchurch  Haw,  in 
London,  to  the  intent,  that  the  profits  thereof 
should  be  distributed  yearly  among  the  poor  of 
the  Company. 

These  premises  were  let  about  the  year  1737, 
on  a  renewable  lease  to  the  City  of  London,  at 
a  rent  of  £20  per  annum,  which  is  distributed 
in  £4  pensions,  to  five  poor  members  of  the 
Company. 
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ORMSTON'S  GIFT. 


Thomas  Ormston,  by  Will  24th  February, 
1556,  gave  to  his  wife,  premises  in  Throgmorton 
Street,  and  Copthall  Court,  on  her  decease  the 
same  were  to  revert  to  his  nephew,  Robert 
Ormston,  and  in  the  event  of  his  leaving  no 
issue,  then  the  lands  were  to  go  to  the  Cloth- 
workers'  Company,  who  were  in  such  case  to 
pay  yearly,  £3  to  the  Churchwardens  of  St. 
Bartholomew;  and  £6  equally  amongst  the  three 
hospitals,  then  lately  erected  in  London.  Ro- 
bert Ormston  dying  without  issue,  the  Com- 
pany therefore  became  possessed  of  the  pro- 
perty. 

The  income  is  now  £950,  upon  which  the 
Court  have  directed  to  be  charged,  the  amount 
of  relief  given  either  by  way  of  Annuities  or  in 
Donations  to  decayed  Liverymen  and  their 
Widows,  which  now  amounts  yearly  to  £650, 
the  residue  of  the  income,  about  £290,  remains 
to  the  Company,  but  is  considered  available 
for  any  future  charity. 

ORMSTON'S  LOAN  GIFT. 

000 

The  above  Thomas  Ormston,  also  gave  £66. 
13s  4d.  to  be  lent  out  to  poor  freemen.  This 
is  hereafter  described. 
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LADY  ANNE   PACKINGTON'S   GIFT. 


Lady  Anne  Packington,  by  Will  24th  Novem- 
ber, 1559,  gave  certain  lands  in  Islington,  the 
yearly  rents  thereof  then  amounted  to£  16.  6s.  9d . 
of  which  £12.  Gs.  8d.  was  assigned  to  charities, 
leaving  £4.  10s.  Id.  to  the  Company  for  their 
trouble  and  expences.  The  lands  are  Copy- 
hold of  the  Manor  of  Islington,  and  are  held  by 
20  Trustees  in  trust  for  the  Company,  who  when 
reduced  to  6,  surrender  their  trust  to  20  other 
persons. 

These  lands  became  mixed  with  others  pur- 
chased by  the  Company,  so  that  the  boundaries 
could  not  be  denned,  nor  were  distinct  accounts 
kept,  in  consecpience  of  which  a  suit  was  insti- 
tuted in  Chancery,  and  a  decree  made  for  the 
future  management  of  the  trust.  The  proceed- 
ings thereon  are  fully  described  in  the  written 
register. 

In  1819,  part  of  the  property  was  sold  to  the 
Regent's  Canal  Company,  the  proceeds  were 
invested  in  the  3  per  cents,  and  still  continue 
to  be  so,  the  total  income  is  now  £432.  13s.  4d. 
after   deducting   therefrom   any   extraordinary 
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expence,  the  balance  is  divided  in  the  propor- 
tion of  one  fourth  to  the  Company  (from  which 
certain  payments  are  made,)  one  fourth  to  the 
poor  inhabitants  of  tht  Parish  of  St.  Dun- 
stan's  in  the  West,  and  the  other  two  fourths 
to  the  poor  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Botolph 
Aldersgate,  in  manner  following,  viz.  three 
eighths  thereof  "  towards  the  finding  of  poor 
men's  children  to  school  and  learning;"  other 
three  eighths  to  be  yearly  distributed  among  the 
poor  of  the  Parish,  between  1st  November,  and 
1st  February,  and  the  remaining  two  eighths  to  be 
divided  amongst  such  poor  by  the  Company,  on 
such  days  as  the  sermons,  as  directed  by  the 
testatrix,  are  preached. 

Monuments  are  erected  to  the  memory  of  the 
testatrix  in  the  Churches  of  St.  Botolph,  Aiders- 
gate,  and  St.  Dunstans  in  the  West. 
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PACKINGTON'S  2nd  CHARITY. 


Lady  Anne  Packington,  also  gave  £100  in 
money,  subject  to  a  yearly  payment  of  6s.  8d- 
to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Paul's,  and 
of  £4.  13s.  4d.  to  the  Churchwardens  of  the 
Parish  of  St.  Botolph,  Aldersgate,  whereof 
£4.  6s.  8d.  was  for  five  poor  people  of  the  Parish, 
and  6s.  8d.  to  the  said  Churchwardens. 

A  charge  of  £5  on  account  of  the  above,  is 
yearly  made  on  Finch's  trust. 
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HEYDEN'S   GIFT. 


John  Heyden,  by  Will  11th  March,  1579, 
gave  £100  to  be  lent  out  at  an  interest  of 
£3.  6s.  8d.  per  annum,  which  when  received 
was  to  be  paid  to  the  Mercer's  Company.  For 
further  particulars  respecting  this  trust,  see  the 
decree  on  the  Loan  Trust  suit. 


LADY  HYNDE'S  GIFT. 


Lady  Hynde,  by  will,  date  not  known,  gave 
£20  to  be  lent  out.  This  is  also  described  in 
the  decree  of  the  Loan  Trust  suit. 
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ROBINSONS   GIFT. 


Sir  John  Robinson,  by  Will  date  not  known, 
gave  £  100,  and  directed  that  the  interest  thereon, 
as  also  on  £200,  formerly  given,  at  the  rate  of 
4  per  cent,  per  annum,  should  be  applied  to- 
wards augmenting  the  Almswomen's  pensions. 

The  above  £300  forms  part  of  the  purchase 
(hereafter  described)  made  by  Hennand,  in  1 724, 
the  proportion  of  the  income  therefrom  belong- 
ing to  this  trust  is  £21.  4s.  6d.  which  is  carried 
to  the  Almswomen's  credit. 
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FRANKLAND'S  GIFT. 


William  Frankland,  by  Will  19th  August, 
1574,  gave  premises  in  Thames  Street,  upon 
condition  to  pay  yearly  £  I  to  the  poor  within 
the  Parish  of  Allhallows  the  Great,  and  £3  to 
the  poor  in  the  Parish  of  Skipton,  in  York- 
shire ;  the  income  of  this  trust  is  £  1 6, — the 
balance  thereof,  after  payment  of  the  above,  is 
applied  in  relief  to  the  Company's  poor  on  St. 
Thomas's  Eve. 
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DIXON'S  GIFT. 


Thomas  Dixon,  by  Will  2nd  June,  1574,  gave 
£250  to  Christ's  Hospital,  to  purchase  lands  of 
the  value  of  £\0  a  year,  or  more,  £0  thereof  to 
be  employed  by  Christ's  Hospital  to  the  finding 
a  poor  scholar,  being  one  of  the  children  of  the 
said  house,  to  be  preferred  out  to  one  of  the 
Universities;  the  remaining  £4  to  be  paid  to 
this  Company  for  their  own  use  till  they  were 
out  of  debt,  and  then  to  be  by  the  Company 
distributed  yearly  to  their  poor  by  20s.  a  quarter. 

And  he  directed  that  if  the  rent  should  in- 
crease, the  amount  should  be  divided  rate  and 
rate  alike,  between  the  Hospital  and  Company. 

This  legacy  was  applied  in  the  purchase  of 
an  estate  at  New  Cross,  in  Kent.  Christ's  Hos- 
pital has  the  general  management  of  this  estate, 
under  a  deed  executed  in  1722,  reciting  the 
Company's  title  thereto,  as  also  that  the  estate 
should  not  be  demised  by  the  Governors  of 
Christ's  Hospital  without  the  privity  and  con- 
sent of  this  Company,  and  the  leases  to  be  under 
their  joint  common  seals. 

In  1758,  ami  again  in   1773,  small  portions 
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of  the  estate  were  given  up  for  the  widening 
of  the  road,  and  in  1813,  seven  acres  of  the 
land  were  sold  to  the  Croydon  Canal  Company, 
the  purchase-money  being  invested  in  the  Court 
of  Chancery,  to  be  applied  in  the  purchase  of 
other  property ;  the  remainder  of  the  land  was 
then  let  on  a  building  lease,  which  expired  at 
Michaelmas,  1835,  since  then  various  leases 
have  been  granted,  so  that  the  income  instead 
of  being  only  £4  per  annum  is  considerably  in- 
creased ;  it  now  amounts  to  about  £350  per 
annum,  which  after  deducting  certain  expenses, 
the  remainder  is  wholly  distributed  yearly  in 
£6  pensions  amongst  the  Company's  poor,  ex- 
cept that  at  present  a  portion  is  retained  to  pay 
for  the  redeeming  part  of  the  land  tax  assessed 
on  the  estate,  as  also  for  the  expence  of  making 
a  sewer. 

During  the  year  1841  an  agreement  was  en- 
tered into,  and  is  now  being  carried  into  effect, 
whereby  Christ's  Hospital  and  the  Company  have 
agreed  to  part  with  the  Counter  Hill  Academy, 
and  6  acres,  2  roods,  8  poles  of  land  adjoining, 
to  the  Royal  Naval  School,  for  the  sum  of  £3900, 
unburthened  with  any  conditions,  except  that  of 
building  a  boundary  wall  on  the  north-west  side. 
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LAMBE'S  LONDON  CHARITIES. 


William   Lambe,  by  Deed  12th  July,   1508, 
gave  premises  in  St.  James  in  the  Wall,    nigh 
Cripplegate  ;     St.    Stephen    Coleman   Street ; 
and  St.  Olave,  in  Silver  Street  ;  in  trust  after 
his  decease,  yearly  on  the  1st  October,  and  on 
each  of  the  feast  days  of  St.  Stephen,  the  An- 
nunciation  of  St.  Mary   the  Virgin,    and  the 
Nativity  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  to  cause  a  ser- 
mon to  be  preached  in  the  chinch  of  St.  James 
in  the  Wall ;  at  every  sermon  four  of  the  Livery 
to  be  present,  amongst  whom  13s.  4d.  was  to  be 
divided,  and  that  6s.  8d.  should  be  paid  to  the 
preacher.  That  the  Company  should  also  yearly 
on  the   1st  October,  clothe  twelve  men,  each 
with   a  gown,   shirt,   and  pair  of  shoes ;    also 
twelve  women,  each  with  a  gown,  smock,  and 
pair  of  shoes ;  that  such  persons  so  clothed  were 
to  be  poor,  impotent,  and  lame,  and  were  to  be 
present  at  every  of  the  four  sermons. 

If  the  Chamberlain,  Town  Clerk,  and  Under 
Chamberlain  were  present  at  the  sermon  on  the 
1st  October,  they  were  each  to  have  6s.  8d. 

The  Company  were  also  to  provide  a  Chap- 
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lain,  who  should  every  Wednesday,  Friday,  and 
Sunday,  say  divine  service  in  the  said  chapel, 
or  church,  and  the  Company  were  to  support 
the  chapel. 

By  Will,  11th  October,  1574,  Mr.  Lambe  con- 
firmed the  said  deed,  leaving  his  estates  to  the 
Company,  subject  to  a  yearly  annuity  or  rent 
of  £6*.  13s.  4d.  payable  to  the  Stationer's  Com- 
pany. 

The  chapel  being  old,  was  taken  down  and 
rebuilt  in  1 K25. 

The  Chaplain's  salary  is  £52. 1  Os.  per  annum ; 
the  Clerks  is  £40,  but  £10  of  it  is  charged  upon 
Watson's  trust,  the  Clerk  has  also  a  yearly  al- 
lowance of  4J  tons  of  coals. 

By  an  order  of  Court  thirty  £4  pensions  are 
charged  upon  this  trust,  notwithstanding  which, 
a  large  balance  still  remained  to  the  Company, 
who  considered  that  £300  a  year  might  with 
great  advantage  be  applied  towards  the  support 
of  the  School  at  Sutton  Valence,  founded  by 
Mr.  Lambe. 

In  consequence  of  the  improvement  of  the 
approaches  to  London  Bridge,  a  small  portion 
of  the  estate  in  Coleman  Street,  was  sold  to  the 
City  of  London,  the  purchase-money  being  in- 
vested in  Stock,  to  be  applied  in  the  purchase 
of  other  property. 
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In  September,  1841,  part  of  such  Stock  was 
sold,  and  applied  towards  the  purchase  of  four 
houses  in  Moorgate  Street,  the  present  rents  of 
which,  are  £182  per  annum,  the  proportion 
thereof  due  to  this  trust  will  be  £22.  Os.  8d.  the 
remainder  is  carried  to  Lute's  trust  account 

The  present  income  is  £832.  9s.  3d.  whilst 
the  expenditure,  including  about  £95  for  the 
clothing,  and  £100  for  the  chapel,  is  about 
£630,  leaving  about  £200  available  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  present,  or  the  adoption  of  other 
charities. 
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LAMBE'S  SUTTON  VALENCE  CHARITIES,

Consisting  of  a  Free  Grammar  School,  and 
six  Almshouses  for  twelve  poor  persons  from 
that  part  of  Kent. 

THE  SCHOOL. 

The  School  was  founded  "by  letters  patent, 
dated  9th  February,  in  the  1 8th  of  Elizabeth, 
at  the  instance  of  William  Lambe,  and  directed, 
that  after  his  death  the  Clothworkers'  Company 
were  to  be  the  Governors  thereof. 

For  the  support  of  the  School,  Mr.  Lambe 
bought  an  annuity  of  £30  a  year  of  John 
Franklin,  payable  out  of  some  land,  &c.  in 
Kent,  £20  of  which  was  to  be  applied  to  the 
Schoolmaster,  and  £10  to  the  Usher. 

In  consequence  of  the  difficulty  the  Company 
had  in  receiving  the  annuity,  they  sold  it  in 
1700  for  £360,  and  took  the  payment  of  the 
£30  per  annum  upon  themselves,  this  is  the 
only  property  belonging  to  the  School,  except 
£5  given  by  George  Maplisden,  of  Sutton 
Valence,  in  1713,  for  the  Usher. 

Mr.  Francis  Robins,  in  1721,  founded  two 
Exhibitions  of  £10  a  year  each,  in  St.  John's 
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College,  Cambridge,  to  be  paid  to  two  boys  sent 
to  the  College  from  this  School. 

Mr.  Lambe  left  £4  a  year  for  an  Annual  Visi- 
tation of  the  School  and  Almshouses. 

In  1723  the  Company  purchased  some  ground 
and  a  barn,  and  built  a  stable  for  the  Master. 

In  1769  the  Company,  by  the  Clerk,  bought 
10J  acres  of  land,  w.hich  has  always  been  rented 
of  the  Company  by  the  Schoolmaster. 

In  1819  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  granted  to  the 
Company  a  portion  of  the  bank  opposite  the 
School-house,  for  the  use  of  the  Scholars.  The 
Company  in  return  presented  him  with  a  piece 
of  plate. 

In  1841  the  Company,  through  a  Trustee, 
made  a  purchase  of  1  acre  and  2  roods  of  land 
in  front  of  the  school;  this  purchase  was  made 
from  the  fund  standing  in  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
belonging  to  Claymond's  Trust,  the  rent  there- 
fore is  accordingly  carried  to  such  trust. 

In  1838,  the  School  having  fallen  into  great 
disrepute,  the  Court  determined  to  remodel  it, 
and  if  possible  to  make  it  in  accordance  with 
the  intentions  of  the  Founder,  as  also  to  ex- 
tend the  education  to  Sons  of  Members  of  the 
Company ;  accordingly  the  School  was  closed 
for  a  short  period,   a  new  Schoolmaster,    the 
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Rev.  C.  W.  Goodchild,  was  appointed,  and  the 
School  re-opened,  as  originally  intended,  for  the 
instruction  of  the  classics.  The  boys  admitted 
were  to  be  ten  years  of  age,  and  are  to  be  allowed 
to  remain  till  they  are  sixteen,  unless  any  are 
intended  for  the  Universities,  in  which  case  they 
are  permitted  to  remain  until  the  Master  may 
consider  them  fit  for  those  Institutions. 

The  School  is  now  open  for 
1 2  boys,  sons  of  Clothworkers ; 
24  boys  of  the  neighbourhood   as    foundation 

boys,  but  only  three  of  one  family  to  be  in 

the  School  at  the  same  time  ; 
12  boys,  Master's  boarders ;  and 
12    boys,  as  day  scholars,  not  on  the  founda- 

tion ; 

60  boys. 

For  the  latter  class,  a  house  has  been  taken 
in  the  town,  at  which  the  boys  may  be  boarded 
by  their  parents,  the  Company  paying  the 
rent. 

The  Company  have  taken  on  lease,  a  piece 
of  ground  in  the  rear  of  the  school  garden,  for 
a  play  ground,  and  they  have  lately  built  a  New 
School,  or  Dining  Room.  A  yearly  exami- 
nation of  the  Scholars  by  an  Examiner,  takes 
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place  in  the  presence  of  the  Master,  and  other 
Members  of  the  Company,  when  various  prizes 
are  distributed  to  them.  And  in  order  to  fur- 
ther the  views  of  the  Company,  they  have 
created  an  Exhibition  of  £20  per  annum,  for 
scholars  on  the  foundation,  which  may  be  either 
for  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

On  the  yearly  examination  of  the  scholars  in 
1841,  one  of  the  foundation's  boys  excited  con- 
siderable interest  amongst  the  Members  of  the 
Court  who  then  attended,  and  understanding  he 
wished  to  go  to  College,  but  that  his  means  were 
limited,  they  were  pleased  to  recommend,  that 
on  account  of  the  very  great  and  unusual  talent 
displayed  by  Mr.  Howe,  Jun.  both  as  to  his 
school  acquirements,  and  his  admirable  Prize 
Essay  "  on  the  Effects  of  the  Norman  Conquest," 
that  the  Court  should  order  him  an  allowance  of 
£50  annually  for  three  years,  to  commence  from 
the  time  of  his  being  entered  and  residing  at 
one  of  the  Universities,  which  recommendation 
they  were  pleased  to  confirm. 

The  Master  of  the  School  is  allowed  to  hold 
a  Curacy  in  the  neighbourhood,  his  salary  is 
£  1 00  per  annum,  and  he  is  allowed  £30  per 
annum  for  the  board  of  each  of  the  twelve 
Clothworkers'  boys.  His  charge  for  his  own 
boarders  is  left  to  his  discretion  ;   but  for  the 
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twelve  boys  not  on  the  foundation,  it  is  limited 
to  10  guineas  each.  The  Company  pay  all  the 
taxes  assessed  upon  the  School- house  and 
grounds. 

Besides  the  Master,  there  is  an  Usher,  who 
is  allowed  a  salary  of  £50  per  annum,  to  include 
his  board.  £30  are  also  allowed  as  the  Com- 
pany's proportion  for  an  Assistant  to  teach  the 
French  and  German  languages. 

In  consequence  of  the  School  being  closed  in 
1 838,  there  was  then  no  place  of  instruction  for 
the  children  of  the  poor;  the  inhabitants  there- 
fore took  the  matter  up,  and  entered  into  a  sub- 
scription for  building  a  National  School,  and 
being  extremely  successful  in  their  collection,  a 
School- house  was  soon  built ;  to  the  lerection 
of  which  the  Company  contributed  £50,  and 
they  now  give  £24  yearly  towards  the  yearly 
expence;  there  are  between  200  and  300  child- 
ren taught;  twenty  four  of  whom  are  considered 
as  nominated  by  the  Company. 

The  inhabitants  are  about  erecting  a  house 
for  the  School-master  and  Mistress,  to  which  the 
Company  have  agreed  to  subscribe  £20.  Ano- 
ther School  has  also  been  established  in  the  town. 
It  will  therefore  be  felt  that  the  exertions  of  the 
Court  to  promote  education  in  the  town  of 
Sutton  Valence  has  not  been  altogether  without 
its  reward.

The  total  income  for  the  support  of  the  Sutton 
Valence  Charities,  consists  of  the  .£30  annuity, 
rent  of  the  I0J  acres  of  land  purchased  by  the 
Company,  the  rent  of  a  farm  at  Warley ;  interest 
on  Stock  bought  on  sale  of  some  timber ;  the 
£300  transferred  from  Lambe's  London  Ac- 
count, and  the  balances  from  Bayworth,  Boyl- 
ston,  and  Evans'  Trusts,  together  making  about 
£4b'0:  whilst  the  expenditure  for  the  Alms- 
people  is  about  £80 ;  for  the  School  about 
£780 ;  and  about  £20  for  other  matters :  the 
expenditure  exceeding  the  income  by  about 
£420,  which  is  carried  to  the  Company's  ac- 
count. 


THE  ALMS-HOUSES.

The  Alms-houses  at  Sutton  Valence,  six  in 
number,  were  erected  by  Mr.Lambe,  for  twelve 
poor  persons  of  the  parish  of  Sutton  Valence ; 
for  some  time  past  only  six  persons  have  been 
elected  to  the  same. 

For  the  support  of  the  Almshouses  Mr.  Lambe 
left  the  farm  alluded  to  in  the  preceding  report 
of  the  school,  also  a  gift  out  of  an  estate  at  Mile- 
end,  but  nothing  is  received  therefrom,  there 
not  being  a  good  title. 
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In  1626  the  Company  purchased  some  land  at 
Loose  in  Kent,  but  which  they  sold  in  1758. 

In  1675  the  Company  bought  about  12  acres 
of  wood  land  adjoining,  the  farm. 

The  Alms  persons  formerly  received  only  10s. 
each  per  annum;  the  amount  in  1734  was  raised 
to  £2,  in  1804  to  £4,  and  in  1838  to  £10  each: 
they  have  likewise  half  a  ton  of  coals  each,  be- 
sides receiving  a  small  gratuity  on  the  Company's 
visiting  them ;  the  parish  also  assists  them  by  a 
yearly  gift  of  fuel,  &c. 
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LAMBES  LOANS. 


Mr.  Lambe  also  gave  £100  to  be  lent  out  to 
poor  members  of  the  Company.  Also  £  100  to 
the  town  of  Ludlow;  £100  to  the  town  of  Long 
Melford ;  and  £  100  to  the  Bailiffs  of  the  borough 
of  Bridgenorth,  for  the  purposes  of  being  lent 
out  to  various  parties. 

For  a  more  detailed  account  of  these  gifts 
under  Lambe's  Trusts,  see  the  Register. 
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HERON'S  GIFT. 


William  Heron,  by  Will  12th  July,  1580,  gave 
premises  in  West  Smithfield  in  trust,  to  pay 
£5  per  annum  to  his  heirs,  and  £46  per  an- 
num to  certain  charities,  together  £5\.  This 
trust  being  referred  to  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
a  decree  was  made  on  the  1 1th  June,  1833,  de- 
claring that  after  payment  of  the  £5 1 ,  one  fourth 
of  the  surplus  of  the  rents  should  be  retained 
by  the  Company  for  their  trouble,  the  remain- 
der was  then  to  be  divided  into  46  parts  among 
the  institutions  named  in  his  will,  but  not  giv- 
ing any  addition  to  the  £5  left  to  the  heir. 

A  sum  of  £321.  Is.  which  at  the  time  of  the 
decree  was  stated  to  be  in  hand,  was  ordered  to 
be  invested. 

Part  of  the  estate  was  sold  in  the  year  1823, 
to  the  Commissioners  of  Sewers,  for  the  purpose 
of  widening  the  street;  the  amount  received 
was  invested  in  stock,  to  be  applied  in  the  pur- 
chase of  other  estates. 

The  present  income  is  £311.  10s.  lOd.  of 
which  the  Company's  proportion,  unless  any 
expenses  are  incurred,  is  £65.  Is.  and  £5.  is 
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paid  to  Heron's  heir;  the  residue  is  divided  ac- 
cording to  the  Will,  between  University  College, 
Oxford;  Peterhouse  College,  Cambridge;  the 
parishes  of  St.  Sepulchre  and  Clerkenwell ;  and 
to  the  repairs  of  the  highways  in  Highgate,  Is- 
lington, and  St.  Fancras. 
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LUTE'S  GIFT. 


John  Lute,  by  Will  12th  May,  1585,  gave 
premises  in  Cornhill,  Fenchurch  Street,  and 
Cateaton  Street,  upon  trust,  that  from  the  pro- 
fits derived  therefrom  the  Company  should  raise 
£200,  which  was  to  be  lent  out ;  also  that  the 
Company  should  pay  6s.  8d.  for  a  sermon,  in  the 
parish  church  of  St.  Michael,  Cornhill,  on  the 
feast  day  of  St.  Luke  yearly,  and  4d.  to  every 
person  of  the  Livery  then  present:  that  the 
Company  should  yearly  clothe  twelve  men,  each 
with  a  gown,  shirt,  and  pair  of  shoes ;  also 
twelve  women,  each  with  a  gown,  smock,  and 
pair  of  shoes ;  six  men  and  six  women  to  be 
free  of  the  Company ;  the  others  to  be  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Michael,  Cornhill,  and  that  they 
should  attend  at  the  sermon. 

That  the  Master,  Wardens,  Clerks  and  Bea- 
dles should  yearly  have  3s.  4d.  each  for  their 
pains;  and  that  the  residue  of  the  income  should 
remain  towards  repairing  the  premises,  and  to 
the  relief  of  the  Company. 

In  respect  to  the  loans,  a  bill  was  filed  in 
Chancery  in  1832,  directing  the  manner  in  which 
loans  were  to  be  made,  and  increasing  the  loan 
fund  to  £300. 
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In  1837  the  Court  charged  this  trust  with  the 
payment  of  twenty  of  the  ancient  pensioners, 
who  each  receive  £10  per  annum. 

In  1840  the  premises  inCateaton  Street  were 
sold  to  the  City  of  London,  for  improving  the 
approaches  to  London  Bridge ;  the  purchase- 
money  was  invested  in  stock,  to  be  applied  in 
the  purchase  of  other  premises. 

In  September  1841,  such  stock  was  sold  and 
applied  towards  the  purchase  of  four  houses  in 
Moorgate  Street,  the  present  rents  of  which  are 
£182  per  annum,  of  which  £159.  19s.  4d.  will 
be  the  portion  to  be  carried  to  the  account  of 
this  trust,  and  the  residue  to  Lambe's  London 
Trust  Account. 

The  income  is  £730.  17s.  9d.  the  cost  of  the 
clothing,  &c.  is  about  £96,  and  the  pensioners 
receive  £200,  so  that  there  remains  to  the  Com- 
pany about  £444  yearly,  applicable  for  any 
purpose  the  Court  may  think  proper  to  adopt. 
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IVERIE'S  GIFT. 


Alexander  Tverie,  by  Will  25th  December, 
1588,  gave  £100  to  be  lent,  the  profit  to  be  to 
the  poor  of  the  Company.  An  interest  of  £3 
is  charged  on  this  amount,  which  is  added  to 
the  St.  Thomas'  Eve  Fund.  For  further  par- 
culars  respecting  this  trust,  see  the  decree  on 
the  Loan  Trust  Suit.

HOLLIGRAVE'S  CHARITY.

Margaret  Holligrave,  by  Deed  dated  12th 
November,  1595,  gave  premises  in  East  Smith- 
field,  upon  trust,  to  pay  yearly  £1  to  parish  of 
St.  Mary  Aldermary,  £1  to  parish  of  St.  Bo- 
tolph,  Aldgate,  5s.  to  each  of  the  prisons  at 
Newgate,  Ludgate,  Poultry,  and  Giltspur Street, 
20s.  to  the  Master  and  Wardens,  and  the  resi- 
due of  the  rents  to  the  poor  of  the  Company. 

These  premises  were  sold  in  1827  to  the  St. 
Katharine  Dock  Company,  the  purchase  money 
was  invested  in  stock  to  be  applied  in  the  purchase 
of  other  property,  the  greater  part  of  which  was 
laid  out  in  1839  in  the  purchase  of  premises  in 
Moorgate  Street,  from  the  City  of  London. 

The  Court  have  from  time  to  time  appointed 
various  pensioners  to  be  recipients  of  this  charity ; 
and  in  1837  it  was  decided  that  £16  more 
should  be  annually  divided  among  certain 
prisons,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  £64  under 
the  Countess  of  Kent's  Trust. 

The  present  income  is  £366.  18s.  There  are 
70  pensioners,  each  receiving  £4  per  annum ; 
and  after  payment  of  the  legacies  and  the  yearly 
expences,  the  balance  is  added  to  the  St.  Thomas' 
Eve  Fund. 
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EVANS'  GIFT. 


Thomasine  Evans,  by  Will  11th  October, 
1596,  gave  premises  in  Crutched  Friars,  on 
trust,  between  the  31st  October  and  the  24th 
December,  in  every  second  year,  the  Company 
should  elect  eight  poor  widows  or  wives,  aged 
50  years  or  upwards,  dwelling  within  the  City 
of  London,  whereof  two  to  be  dwelling  within 
St.  Mary  Abchurch,  not  competently  provided 
for  by  any  other  benefaction,  who  were  each  to 
have  a  gown  of  the  value  of  20s. ;  and  in  order 
that  the  same  women  might  not  always  be  the 
partakers  in  her  gift,  she  declared,  that  none 
were  to  be  again  elected  until  after  four  years 
from  their  last  election.  Also  that  the  Company 
should  provide  a  certain  quantity  of  coals  for  the 
poor  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Catharine  Coleman 
and  St.  Mary  Abchurch. 

The  premises  are  let  to  the  East-India  Com- 
pany on  a  renewable  lease  at  the  end  of  every  21 
years,  at  a  rent  of  £53  per  annum,  and  a  fine 
of  £1,030,  the  fine  being  calculated  at  8  per 
cent,  makes  the  yearly  income  to  be  £135.  8s. 

In  1837  a  revision  was  made  in  this  trust,  in 
consequence  of  the  great  increase  which  had 
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occurredsince  the  Company  came  into  possession 
of  the  property ;  it  was  then  declared  that  the 
Company  should  only  take  one  third  of  the  in- 
come, and  not,  as  before,  nearly  the  whole ; 
that  instead  of  giving  coals  to  the  two  parishes, 
£10  each  should  continue  to  be  the  yearly  a- 
mount  given  in  lieu  thereof  as  before  settled  ; 
that  thirty  women  should  be  clothed  annually 
in  September,  instead  of  eight  every  second 
year;  but  that  the  manner  of  their  election 
should  be  the  same  as  directed  by  the  Donor, 
viz.  that  the  same  party  be  not  elected  until  four 
years  have  elapsed  since  their  last  election.  The 
increase  of  clothing  is  entirely  confined  to  the 
Company's  poor ;  in  the  first  year  the  wives  of 
the  Almsmen  were  allowed  to  participate  in  this 
bounty,  the  Court,  the  5th  July,  1837,  directed 
that  fifteen  at  least  of  the  women  should  be  the 
wives  of  freemen,  who  do  not  receive  any  pen- 
sion (Almsmen's  wives  excepted)  and  that  the 
other  fifteen  should  be  the  widows  of  freemen, 
provided  they  do  not  receive  pensions  or  other 
gifts  of  clothing. 

The  ■  clothing  amounts  yearly  to  about  £50, 
which  sum,  together  with  the  other  payments 
being  deducted  from  the  income,  leaves  a  ba- 
lance of  nearly  £20,  which  the  Court  has  directed 
to  be  carried  to  the  account  of  Lambe's  Sutton 
Valence  Charities. 
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HEWITT'S  CHARITY. 


William  Hewitt,  by  Will  4th  April,  1599, 
gave  £300,  to  the  intent  for  the  Company  to 
pay  yearly  to  St.  Bartholomew's,  Christ's,  and 
St.  Thomas's  Hospitals,  £5  each.  He  also  gave 
£110  for  a  £5  Exhibition  for  some  poor  honest 
scholar  of  Cambridge,  studying  divinity. 

These  amounts  were  considered  as  part  of  the 
purchase  money  for  the  premises  under  Hen- 
nand's  Trust,  the  proportion  of  the  yearly  in- 
come thereon  belonging  to  this  Trust  is  £29, 
out  of  which  £15  is  paid  to  the  three  hospitals, 
the  remainder  is  set  apart  for  the  Exhibition, 
which  is  raised  to  £20  per  annum,  the  balance  to 
make  up  that  amount  is  charged  to  Pyle's  Trust. 
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ULUNDELL'S  GIFT. 


Peter  Blundell,  by  Will  9th  June,  1599,  gave 
£150  to  purchase  lands,  &c.  out  of  which  the 
Company  were  to  pay  £2  yearly  to  the  poor  of 
Bridewell,  and  the  residue  of  the  rents,  to  the 
Wardens. 

In  November  of  the  44th  year  of  Elizabeth, 
the  Company,  with  £83,  part  of  the  above,  pur- 
chased the  premises  in  Friday  Street,  now  let 
at  £30  per  annum,  out  of  which  £2  is  yearly 
paid  to  Bridewell  Hospital,  and  the  residue,  as 
also  the  interest  on  £67,  balance  of  the  £150, 
are  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  Wardens,  and  will 
be  so,  as  soon  as  a  debt  which  was  incurred  by 
a  bad  tenant  is  paid  off.

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JOHN  BURNELL'S  GIFT. 


John  Burnell,  by  Will  15th  December,  1603, 
gave  £100  to  be  lent  out  to  two  young  men  at 
£5  per  cent,  which  was  to  be  employed  as  fol- 
lows, viz.  £2.  12s.  to  the  parish  of  St.  Michael, 
Crooked  Lane,  London;  £1.  6s.  to  the  parish 
of  Stanmore  the  More;  and  £\.  2s.  in  coals 
among  the  poor  of  the  Company. 

The  parishes  are  regularly  paid  the  above 
amounts  ;  the  gift  to  the  Company's  poor  is  ad- 
ded to  the  St.  Thomas'  Eve  Fund. 

In  Great  Stanmore  Church  is  a  tablet  to  the 
memory  of  Mr.  Burnell,  which  the  Company 
repaired  in  1735  and  1838.

PILSWORTH'S  GIFT. 


Edward  Pilsworth,  by  Will  7th  July,  1603, 
gave  to  his  wife  certain  premises,  out  of  which 
she  was  to  pay  to  the  Company  £16  yearly,  of 
which,  £12.  14s.  was  to  be  paid  to  the  parish 
of  Shitlington  in  Bedfordshire,  and  £3.  6s.  the 
residue  was  to  remain  to  the  Company.  He 
further  directed,  that  in  case  the  parish  did  not 
properly  distribute  the  £12.  14s.  it  was  to  be 
retained,  and  distributed  amongst  the  poorest 
brethren  of  the  Company.  After  the  decease 
of  his  wife,  he  gave  his  premises  in  Bartholo- 
mew Lane  to  the  Company,  to  the  intent,  to 
pay  out  of  the  yearly  rents  the  said  sum  of  £12. 
14s.  to  the  parish,  and  £5  for  an  exhibition  for 
a  poor  scholar  in  Magdalen  College,  Oxford. 

The  income  of  this  trust  is  now  £244.  7s.  4d. 
per  annum,  and  it  has  been  determined  by  the 
Court,  that  half  that  amount  should  be  for 
charitable  purposes.  Accordingly  the  £12. 14s. 
is  paid  thereout,  and  the  Exhibition,  which  se- 
veral years  since  had  been  raised  to  £10,  has 
lately  been  made  £20 ;  besides  which,  the 
Court  have  created  four  other  £20  Exhibitions, 
two  for  each  University,  but  not  confined  to 
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any  College  ;  the  balance  of  the  moiety,  about 
£9,  forms  a  part  of  another  £20  exhibition  also 
lately  established. 

It  is  expected  the  income  in  1872  will  be 
considerably  increased,  the  present  rent  being 
only  a  ground  rent. 
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STODDARD'S  GIFT. 


James  Stoddard,  by  Will  in  1608,  gave  £100 
to  be  lent  out,  for  which  £1  and  60  sacks  of 
charcoal  were  to  be  paid  and  given  to  the  pa- 
rishes of  St.  Martin's,  and  St.  Olave  Jewry. 

The  Company  yearly  pay  in  lieu  of  the  above, 
£2.  10s.  to  the  parish  of  St.  Martin,  Ironmonger 
Lane,  and  £l.  10s.  to  that  of  St.  Olave  Jewry 


STAPER'S  GIFT. 


Richard  Staper,  in  the  year  1610,  gave  £110 
to  the  Company  to  pay  to  five  poor  freemen 
£1  each. 

This  money  forms  part  of  the  investment 
under  Hennand's  Trust  Deed,  the  proportion 
thereof  is  now  £7.  15s.  7d.  which  is  yearly 
carried  into  the  St.  Thomas'  Eve  Fund  for  dis- 
tribution to  the  poor. 
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FARRINGTON'S  GIFT. 


Alderman  Farrington,  in  1613,  gave  £60  to 
buy  some  rents  with,  to  be  distributed  to  the 
poor.  No  lands  have  been  purchased,  but  ,£3 
is  yearly  added  to  the  St.  Thomas'  Eve  Fund, 
such  sum  being  made  a  charge  upon  Claymond's 
Trust. 


WILCOX'S  GIFT. 


Roger  Wilcox,  by  Will  (prior  to  1603)  gave 
£120  to  be  lent  out  to  three  young  freemen, 
each  to  deliver  yearly  to  the  Company  twenty 
sacks  of  Coals  for  sixty  poor  persons  of  the 
Company. 

On  account  of  this  trust  £3.  16s.  is  yearly 
carried  to  the  credit  of  the  St.  Thomas'  Eve 
Fund.

Sir  Thomas  Rowe,  by  Will  11th  August, 
1565,  devised  his  lands  to  the  Merchant  Tai- 
lors' Company  upon  trust,  to  pay  £40  yearly 
among  ten  poor  freemen  of  different  Companies. 

Under  this  trust  two  poor  freemen  of  this 
Company  each  annually  receive  £4. 

VERNON'S  GIFT. 


John  Vernon,  by  Will  16th  October,  1615, 
gave  £  1500  to  the  Merchant  Tailors'  Company, 
to  purchase  land  to  the  value  of  £83  a  year,  or 
more,  which  he  directed  should  be  yearly  paid 
to  divers  persons ;  among  the  rest,  that  £40 
should  be  paid  to  ten  aged  poor  and  needy  men, 
two  of  whom  were  to  be  freemen  of  this  Com- 
pany, dwelling  in  this  City,  aged  60  and  up- 
wards. Also  that  each  man  should  have  a  gown 
every  third  year,  and  Is.  a  piece  on  St.  John's 
decollation  day,  every  third  year,  when  the  day 
was  observed. 

No  lands  were  bought,  but  two  poor  freemen 
annually  receive  £4  each ;  as  also  a  gown  each 
every  third  year. 
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It  therefore  appears  that  the  Company's  poor 
receive  all  they  are  entitled  to  under  these  trusts. 

On  vacancies  occurring  in  these  pensions, 
the  Court  of  this  Company  elect  two  freemen  ; 
the  Company's  Beadle  then  attends  the  Court 
of  the  Merchant  Tailors'  Company,  and  pre- 
sents them  as  the  Company's  nomination  for 
them  to  appoint  one. 
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SHIELD'S  GIFT. 


John  Shield,  by  Deed  14th  March,  1616, 
gave  £500,  on  consideration  of  £28  being  an- 
nually paid  by  this  Company  to  the  Cooks' 
Company  (for  certain  charges)  which  has  been 
regularly  made,  the  amount  being  charged  upon 
Pyle's  trust. 


BAYWORTH'S  GIFT. 

John  Bayworth,  by  Will  21st  March,  1622, 
gave  premises  in  St.  Mary,  Fenchurch  Street, 
upon  trust,  to  pay  yearly,  at  Easter,  £1  to 
Christ's  Hospital ;  at  Michaelmas,  £1  to  parish 
of  St.  Mary,  Fenchurch;  £2  to  parish  of  Farn- 
ham  ;  3s.  4d.  to  the  Company's  Renter  Warden ; 
3s.  4d.  to  the  Clerk ;  and  40s.  a  piece  to  the 
the  Master  and  four  Wardens.  And  directed 
that  the  residue  of  the  rents  were  to  be  annually 
distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  Company. 

The  income  of  this  trust  is  £120  per  annum; 
after  payment  of  the  above  gifts,  and  the  ex- 
pences  of  the  trust,  £82  are  yearly  carried  to 
the  St.  Thomas'  Eve  Fund,  and  the  balance  to 
the  Sutton  Valence  Account. 
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HUSSEY'S  GIFT. 

Thomas  Hussey,  by  Deeds  dated  4th  April, 
1622,  and  20th  March,  1623,  gave  £120,  on 
trust,  to  pay  yearly  on  St.  Thomas'  Eve,  about 
£7.  5s.  amongst  the  Company's  officers  and  their 
poor. 

The  above  sum  of  £120  forms  part  of  the 
money  invested  in  houses  in  King  Street,  under 
Hennand's  Trust  Deed,  and  the  proportion  of 
income  thence  derived  in  favour  of  this  gift,  is 
£8.  9s.  8d.  which  is  appropriated  in  the  man- 
ner above  directed. 

TREVOR'S  GIFT.

Sir  Thomas  Trevor,  Knight,  by  Deed  29th 
March,  1622,  gave  £100  to  the  Company  to 
pay  yearly  20s.  a  piece  to  six  poor  women. 

This  sum  once  formed  a  part  of  the  Fund 
under  Hennand's  trust,  but  the  income  there- 
from being  only  £6.  13s.  whilst  the  Company 
had  raised  the  pensions  from  £l  to  £4  each, 
thereby  making  a  yearly  charge  of  £24 ;  the 
Court  directed  that  such  amount  should  be 
charged  upon  Pyle's  trust,  and  that  the  income 
under  Hennand's  trust  should  revert  to  the 
Company. 
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KENDRICK'S  GIFT.

John  Kendrick,  by  Will  29th  December, 
1624,  gave  to  the  Drapers'  Company  £2400  to 
purchase  lands  of  the  value  of  £100  for  ever, 
and  with  the  same,  they  were  to  perform  cer- 
tain good  uses  ;  that  £25  thereof  was  to  be 
distributed  among  poor  religious  men  and  wo- 
men in  the  City  of  London,  to  some  more,  and 
to  some  less,  as  they  might  deserve,  wherein 
poor  Clothworkers  and  their  widows  were  to  be 
first  preferred,  and  next  the  poor  of  the  Drapers' 
Company. 

The  Draper's  Company  purchased  with  the 
above  £2400,  and  £150  of  their  own  added,  an 
estate  now  producing  £316  per  annum,  which 
by  a  late  decree  in  the  Rolls  Court,  is  to  be 
divided  yearly  among  the  legatees,  in  the  pro- 
portion in  which  they  were  interested  in  the 
£100  per  annum. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  Drapers'  Company 
only  paid  £15  for  the  above  £25,  in  sums  of  5s. 
to  fifty  poor  free  persons  of  the  Company,  the 
Almspeople,  and  the  two  Beadles. 

But  in  consequence  of  the  decree  alluded  to, 
the  Company's  poor  will  be  greatly  benefitted. 
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BARBARA  BURNELL'S  GIFT. 


Barbara  Burnell,  by  Will  27th  June,  1630, 
gave  £300  to  the  intent  the  Company  should 
purchase  lands  and  pay  yearly  to  the  parish  of 
Stanmore  £7,  and  to  a  poor  scholar  of  Oxford, 
intending*  to  profess  divinity  £5. 

The  £7  is  annually  paid  to  the  parish ;  the 
exhibition  is  also  regularly  paid,  but  some  time 
since  it  was  raised  to  £10,  and  is  now  £20  per 
annum. 

These  payments  formerly  were  charged  upon 
the  Islington  estate  ;  afterwards  the  trust  was 
stated  to  be  a  part  of  Hennand's;  but  the  income 
from  under  that  deed  not  being-  equal  to  the 
above  expenditure,  and  also  on  account  of  the 
Islington  estate  having  been  first  made  liable 
to  the  payments  under  this  trust,  it  has  been 
considered  best  to  continue  the  charges  upon 
the  Islington  estate,  and  to  carry  the  proportion 
of  the  income  under  Hennand's  trust  to  the 
Company's  account. 
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GIFTS  OF  SAMUEL  and  JOHN  MIDDLEMORE.

SAMUEL  MIDDLEMORE. 

000 

Samuel  Middlemore,  by  Will,  date  not  known, 
but  prior  to  1647,  gave  £800  to  purchase  lands 
to  the  yearly  value  of  £40,  that  with  £33  thereof 
the  Company  were  to  provide  20  gowns,  20 
shirts  or  smocks,  20  pair  of  stockings,  and  20 
pair  of  shoes;  also  10  chaldron  of  coals  for  ten 
men  and  ten  women,  whereof  four  to  be  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Clements  ;  the  other  sixteen  to  be 
free  of  the  Company ;  and  if  any  part  of  the 
£33  was  not  expended,  then  the  same  was  to 
be  paid  to  the  said  twenty  poor  people  ;  that 
the  Livery  of  the  Company,  with  the  Master 
and  Wardens,  were  to  attend  on  the  day  of  dis- 
tribution at  St.  Clement's  Church,  to  hear  a 
sermon;  and  that  the  £7  balance  was  to  be  ex- 
pended thus,  viz.

The  clothing  is  annually  given  to  the  twenty 
poor  persons,  who  each  receive  10s.  together 
with  the  clothing,  such  sum  being  in  lieu  of  the 
gift  to  them  in  coals. 
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In  1762  John  Middlemore,  a  descendant  of 
Samuel,  was  presented  with  the  freedom  of  the 
Company,  and  in  1766  he  was  also  presented 
with  the  Livery. 


JOHN  MIDDLEMORE. 


John  Middlemore,  son  of  said  Samuel,  by 
Will  22nd  June,  1647,  gave  £100  to  purchase 
lands  of  the  yearly  value  of  £5,  the  same  to  be 
paid  to  the  poor  receiving-  the  clothing  under 
his  father's  Will. 

In  1833  a  bill  in  Chancery  was  filed  against 
the  Company  on  account  of  no  lands  having 
been  purchased,  nor  the  money  invested ;  the 
decree  then  made,  merely  directed  for  these 
charities,  a  charge  of  £45  per  annum  upon  the 
Company ;  it  would  therefore  appear  that  an 
order  of  Court,  14th  October,  1658,  making  the 
Islington  estate  liable  for  these  charities,  was 
not  at  that  time  known. 

The  Court  therefore  directed  in  1838,  that 
they  be  hereafter  charged  upon  the  Islington 
estate,  but  which  was  shortly  afterwards  slight- 
ly varied,  in  consequence  of  the  cost  of  the 
clothing,  &c.  about  £94,  so  far  exceeding  the 
original  yearly  sum  of  £45 ;  it  was  therefore 
determined  that  a  part  of  the  unapplied  income 
of  Webb's  trust  should  be  transferred  to  this 
trust;  accordingly  it  has  credit  for  5-13ths  of 
Webb's  balance,  which  amounts  to  upwards  of 
£30  per  annum. 
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LESE'S  GIFT. 


Samuel  Lese,  by  Will  26th  April,  1634,  gave 
certain  premises  in  Holborn,  part  being  only 
leasehold,  in  trust,  to  pay  his  debts  and  legacies, 
and  that  the  principal  money  arising  from  his 
said  premises,  &c.  should  be  lent  out  to  honest 
young  men,  and  that  the  profits  thereof  should 
be  paid  quarterly  to  poor  aged  men  and  women 
of  the  Company.  Also  that  a  sermon  should 
be  preached  yearly  on  such  day  as  his  executors 
should  appoint,  who  were  to  have  5s.  a  piece 
for  ever.  And  that  £2  should  yearly  be  paid 
to  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew,  Holborn. 

In  1833  a  Bill  in  Chancery  was  filed  in  re- 
spect to  this  trust,  which  particularly  referred 
to  that  part  of  the  Will  about  loans ;  the  Decree 
made,  ordered  "  That  the  Company  should  con- 
"  tinue  to  apply  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of 
"  the  premises  devised  by  the  Will  of  Samuel 
"  Lese,  to  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  persons  to 
"  whom  such  benefits  are  thereby  given." 

Neither  up  to  the  filing  of  such  Bill,  or  for  some 
time  after,  was  there  any  loan  fund  under  this 
trust,  but  the  Company  had  paid  the  legacies 
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mentioned,  and  had  also  seven  pensioners,  each 
receiving  £4  per  annum,  specially  charged  upon 
this  trust.  The  Court  however  in  1838  directed, 
that  a  loan  fund  of  £100  be  raised,  the  same  to 
be  lent  at  £3  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  such 
sum  to  be  carried  to  the  St.  Thomas'  Eve  Fund. 
It  was  also  directed,  that  the  present  pensions 
should  be  made  £6  each,  and  so  many  other 
£6  pensions  made  as  the  future  income  of  the 
trust  might  be  found  to  admit. 

The  present  income  is  £103  per  annum,  and 
there  are  now  twelve  £6  pensioners,  being  as 
many  as  can  at  present  be  appointed  under  this 
trust,  as  after  the  payments  to  them,  to  the 
parish,  &c.  only  a  small  sum  is  left  to  accumu- 
late. 
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TRUSSELL'S  GIFT. 


James  Trussell,  by  Will  10th  October,  1635, 
directed  his  executor  to  lay  out  the  sum  of  £400 
in  the  purchase  of  premises  of  the  yearly  value 
of  £20  or  better,  to  be  paid  to  the  Company,  to 
the  end  that  they  should  yearly  pay  £5  to 
Christ's  Hospital,  £4  each  to  the  parishes  of 
St.  Faith  and  of  St.  Bride,  and  the  residue  to 
be  divided  amongst  the  Company's  poor  at 
Christmas,  but  allowing-  thereout  10s.  to  the 
Company's  Officers. 

The  Company  hold  premises  in  Lovel's  Court, 
Paternoster  Row,  which  are  on  lease  under  a 
decree  in  Chancery  for  1000  years  from  14th 
August,  1642,  at  the  rent  of  ,£20  per  annum, 
from  which  £3  per  annum  is  deducted  for  land 
tax. 

The  Company  pay  yearly  £5  to  Christ's  Hos- 
pital, which  is  exempt  from  the  charge  of  land 
tax.  The  Company  also  pay  the  two  parishes 
their  gifts  in  full,  without  making  any  deduc- 
tion for  land  tax,  which  perhaps  requires  revi- 
sion ;  the  balance  is  carried  to  the  St.  Thomas' 
Eve  Fund. 
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HEATH'S  GIFT, 
FOR     ALMSHOUSES.

John  Heath,  by  Will  23rd  January,  1640, 
gave  £1500,  and  directed  that,  with  £300  part 
thereof,  the  Company  should  build  five  brick 
tenements,  each  to  contain  two  rooms,  and  that 
with  the  remaining-  £1200,  lands  were  to  be 
bought  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  £60 ;  that 
ten  poor  freemen,  aged  60,  or  thereabouts,  were 
to  be  elected  by  the  Company  to  dwell  in  the 
said  houses,  and  that  the  rents  of  the  lands  were 
to  be  equally  divided  amongst  them  quarterly. 

In  pursuance  of  Mr.  Heath's  Will,  the  Com- 
pany erected  ten  Almshouses  in  Islington,  but 
which  having  fallen  into  decay,  others  were 
erected  in  1824,  adjoining  to  Lambe's  Chapel. 

The  £1200  once  formed  a  part  of  the  fund 
under  Hennand's  deed,  but  in  1838  the  income 
derived  therefrom  being  only  about  £80  per 
annum,  which  the  expenditure  very  far  exceed- 
ed, it  was  ordered,  that  the  income  under  Hen- 
nand's deed  should  belong  to  the  Company, 
and  that  the  whole  expenditure  of  the  Alms- 
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houses,  except  otherwise  directed,  should  be 
charged  on  Claymond's  trust.  The  single  men 
have  a  yearly  pension  of  £20,  the  married  men 
£30  ;  they  are  each  annually  allowed  48  cwt. 
of  coals.  On  the  1 1th  May  they  receive  clothing 
under  Heath's  other  trust.  A  medical  man  at- 
tends them  ;  in  case  they  are  not  able  to  pro- 
vide bedding  it  is  purchased  for  them ;  water  is 
laid  on  from  the  New  River ;  other  assistance 
is  occasionally  administered  to  them ;  and  on 
their,  or  their  wife's  decease,  £5  is  allowed  for 
the  funeral  expences. 

The  men  are  required  to  attend  Lambe's 
Chapel  quarterly. 

The  widows  of  Almsmen  are  not  allowed  to 
reside  in  the  Almshouses,  but  they  each  have 
a  £4  and  a  £10  pension. 

The  total  expence  is  near  £400  per  annum, 
£10  of  which  is  Aaron's  gift,  and  the  extra  al- 
lowance to  married  men,  about  £60,  is  charged 
on  Watson's  trust. 


HEATH'S  GIFT, 

FOR  CLOTHING  AND  EXHIBITIONS. 


Mr.  Heath,  by  Deed  2nd  December,  1635, 
gave  £1000  in  consideration  the  Company  a- 
greed  to  pay  annually  £50,  viz.  13s.  4d.  to  a 
minister  for  preaching  a  sermon  on  the  day  of 
his  burial,  or  within  fourteen  days  ;  also  to  pro- 
vide 30  gowns,  30  shirts  or  smocks,  30  pair  of 
shoes,  and  30  pair  of  stockings  for  thirty  men 
and  women,  twenty-six  of  whom  were  to  be 
freemen,  or  freemen's  widows,  and  the  other 
two  men  and  two  women  to  be  inhabitants  in 
the  parish  where  he  should  be  buried.  Also  to 
pay  3s.  4d.  a  piece  to  the  Master  and  Wardens, 
6d.  to  every  Liveryman  present  at  the  sermon, 
3s.  4d.  to  the  Clerk,  2s.  6d.  to  the  Beadle  of 
the  Livery,  Is.  6d.  to  the  Beadle  of  the  Yeo- 
manry, Is.  6d.  to  the  Parish  Clerk,  and  Is.  to 
the  Sexton ;  and  also  to  pay  to  two  poor  Scho- 
lars, one  of  Oxford,  and  the  other  of  Cambridge, 
studying  divinity,  50s.  a  piece. 

Mr.  Heath  was  buried  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Christopher  le  Stock,  where  a  sermon  is  preach- 
ed on  the  1 1th  May  yearly.     Many  of  the  above 
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payments  are  made,  but  the  Livery  receive 
cakes  in  lieu  of  sixpence.  Clothing  is  provided 
for  the  parties  mentioned,  but  by  a  recent  Act 
of  Parliament,  the  2nd  &  3rd  Victoria,  c.  107, 
sec.  95,  it  directs,  that  in  case  the  parish  of  St. 
Christopher  le  Stock  fail  in  objects  to  receive 
the  gifts  belonging  to  that  parish,  then  such 
gifts  are  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  parishioners  of 
St.  Margaret's,  Lothbury,  such  parishes  being 
united. 

The  two  Exhibitions  have  been  regularly  paid, 
they  were  many  years  since  raised  to  £10,  but 
are  now  increased  to  £20  each. 

The  £1000  so  received  from  Heath  also  once 
formed  a  part  of  Hennand's  fund,  but  the  in- 
come being  inadequate  to  the  expenditure,  a 
like  order  was  made  in  respect  to  this  trust  as 
was  made  in  Heath's  other  trust,  viz.  that  the 
income  derived  under  Hennand's  trust  should 
belong  to  the  Company,  whilst  the  expenditure 
should  be  charged  upon  trusts  better  able  to 
bear  the  amount ;  consequently  the  charge  for 
the  cakes  is  carried  to  the  debit  of  Mr.Thwaytes' 
free  gift  to  the  Company ;  this  trust  then  has 
credit  with  4-13ths  of  Webb's  balance,  now 
about  £27  per  annum,  whilst  the  balance,  above 
£120  is  carried  to  Claymond's  trust.  The  total 
expenditure  it  will  be  seen  is  near  £150  per 
annum,  independent  of  the  expence  of  the  cakes. 
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OSMOTHERLY'S  GIFT. 


John  Osmotherly,  by  Will  1st  June,  1642, 
gave  50s.  per  annum  to  be  distributed  to  five 
poor  Clothworkers  equally  at  Christmas. 

This  sum  is  annually  received  from  the  Mer- 
chant Tailors'  Company,  and  is  distributed  on 
St.  Thomas'  Eve. 


RICHARD  BOYLSTON'S  GIFT. 

Richard  Boylston,  in  1648  gave  £100  to  the 
Company  to  pay  annually  £3.  12s.  to  Lambe's 
pensioners  who  received  the  clothing. 

This  amount  is  made  a  charge  on  Claymond's 
trust,  and  is  carried  to  the  account  of  Lambe's 
clothing. 
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THOMAS  BOYLSTON'S  GIFT. 


Thomas  Boylston,  by  Will  recited,  that  he 
had  on  the  22nd  June,  1648,  given  £800,  and 
directed  that  the  Company  should  pay  to  a  pro- 
testant  preacher,  for  giving  a  lecture  every 
Thursday  morning  in  the  parish  church  of  Bur- 
ton upon  Trent,  a  yearly  sum  of  £31.  4s.  and 
to  the  Clerk  and  Sexton  16s.  per  annum.  If 
the  lecture  is  discontinued  at  any  time,  half  the 
above  payments  are  to  go  to  Christ's  Hospital, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  Company's  poor. 

The  £800  forms  part  of  the  funds  under  Hen- 
nand'  deed,  the  income  therefrom  is  about  £56. 
12s.  out  of  which  £32  is  paid  as  above,  the  resi- 
due is  carried  to  the  Sutton  Valence  Account. 

In  1723  no  lecture  having  been  given  for  a 
year,  the  £32  was  divided  as  directed  between 
Christ's  Hospital  and  the  Company's  poor. 
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CHRISTIAN'S  GIFT. 


Philip  Christian,  by  Will  6th  December, 
1653,  gave  two  houses  in  LovelFs  Inn,  Pater- 
noster Row,  to  the  intent  the  Company  should 
yearly  pay  £10  per  annum  a  piece,  for  ap- 
prenticing two  poor  boys  of  the  Isle  of  Man, 
except  that  in  the  event  of  a  free  school  being 
maintained  in  the  town  of  Peel,  in  the  Isle  of 
Man,  then  the  said  £20  were  to  be  paid  to- 
wards the  maintenance  thereof,  £18  of  which 
was  to  be  for  the  Master,  and  the  other  £2  for 
buying  books,  &c.  for  the  scholars.  Also  to 
pay  yearly  on  the  2nd  February,  £7  to  seven 
poor  freemen  or  women,  10s.  a  piece  to  the 
Master  and  Wardens,  6s.  8d.  to  the  Clerk,  and 
3s.  4d.  to  the  Beadle. 

In  1686,  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery 
was  made  in  respect  to  this  charity,  which  de- 
clared that  the  whole  income  was  applicable  to 
the  parties  named  in  the  Will.  In  1747,  £100 
w  as  given  towards  building  the  school  house, 
which  being  in  a  dilapidated  state  is  now  about 
being  pulled  down ;  and  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  Lord  Bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man,  and  of  the 
inhabitants,  to  build  a  national  school  in  con- 
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nexion  with  the  free  school,  towards  which  the 
Company  has  offered  to  subscribe  £  1 00,  being  a 
part  of  the  sum  which  has  accumulated  from 
this  trust,  the  income  being-  now  £77  per  an- 
num, of  which  about  £48  is  for  the  school,  but 
the  only  sum  at  present  paid  is  the  original  £20 ; 
as  soon  however  as  the  school  has  been  remodel- 
led, it  is  expected  the  whole  amount  will  be 
yearly  expended  ;  the  remainder  of  the  income 
is  divided  according  to  the  Will. 
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ROBERT  AND  CATHERINE  HILSON'S  GIFTS. 

000 

Robert  Hilson,  by  Will  25th  January,  1585, 
gave  £1.  6s.  8d.  per  annum  to  the  parish  of 
Stanmore  the  More  ;  and  Catherine  Hilson,  by 
Will  gave  (to  the  Company  to  pay  the  said 
£  1 .  6s.  8d.  per  annum)  40  marks,  or  £26.  13s. 
4d.,  which  the  Court  directed  to  be  lent  out 
upon  good  security  for  repayment  thereof;  and 
of  £1.  6s.  8d.  per  annum,  the  same  to  be  paid 
as  directed  by  the  above  Robert  Hilson's  Will. 

The  payment  of  £1.  6s.  8d.  is  annually  made 
to  the  Parish  of  Stanmore  the  More. 


THOMAS  BURNELL'S  GIFT. 

000 

Thomas  Burnell,  by  Deed  10th  July,  1655, 
gave  to  the  Company  £65  on  trust,  to  pay  to 
the  Churchwardens  of  Allhallows  Barking  £2 
12s.  yearly. 

Also  by  another  Deed,  on  account  of  £135 
paid  to  the  Company,  they  were  to  pay  yearly 
£5.  8s.  to  the  parish  of  Stanmore. 

These  sums  are  regularly  paid,  being  charged 
upon  Finch's  trust.

WATSON'S  GIFT. 


John  Watson,  by  Will  16th  December,  1555, 
gave  premises  in  Basing  Lane  on  trust,  the 
Company  to  pay  £1  yearly  to  the  parish  of  St. 
Mary,  Aldermary,  and  the  remainder  of  the  rents 
among  the  poorest  of  the  freemen  of  the  Com- 
pany in  the  week  next  before  Christmas. 

The  present  income  is  £181. 10s.,  £1  is  paid 
to  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Aldermary;  also  an 
annuity  of  £60  per  annum  to  a  poor  freeman, 
£10  per  annum  to  the  Clerk  of  Lambe's  Chapel, 
£10  per  annum  to  each  of  the  married  Alms- 
men, and,  after  deducting  expences,  the  balance, 
provided  it  does  not  exceed  £55,  is  carried  to 
the  St.  Thomas'  Eve  Fund. 


FREEMAN'S  GIFT. 


Sir  Ralph  Freeman,  in  1663  gave  a  legacy  to 
the  Company  for  certain  payments,  but  the  ad- 
ministrators refusing  to  pay  it,  a  Bill  was  filed 
in  Chancery,  in  which  however  the  Company 
were  not  successful. 
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PENNOYER'S  GIFT. 


William  Pennoyer,  by  Will  25th  May,  1670, 
devised  certain  lands  to  trustees  to  several  uses, 
and  among  others  that  £10  per  annum  should 
be  paid  for  ever  to  ten  of  the  blindest,  oldest, 
and  poorest  Cloth  workers. 

The  above  amount  is  annually  received  from 
Christ's  Hospital,  and  is  carried  into  the  St. 
Thomas'  Eve  Fund. 


PEAKE'S  GIFT. 


Sir  William  Peake,  by  Will  2nd  October, 
1672,  gave  £100  to  the  Company,  they  to  pay 
to  ten  poor  freemen  at  Michaelmas  yearly  10s. 
each. 

The  £100  now  forms  a  part  of  the  investment 
under  Hennand's  deed;  the  income,  now  above 
£7  per  annum,  is  carried  to  the  St.  Thomas' 
Eve  Fund. 
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HOBBY'S  GIFT. 


John  Hobby,  by  Will  12th  March,  1674,  gave 
£3000  to  be  laid  out  by  his  executors  in  the 
purchase  of  lands,  of  the  yearly  value  of  £170, 
in  the  name  of  fourteen  trustees,  seven  of  whom 
to  be  Governors  of  Christ's  Hospital,  and  the 
other  seven  of  the  Cloth  workers'  Company; 
£60  thereof  to  be  paid  to  Christ's  Hospital ; 
£60  more  to  be  laid  out  in  procuring  clothing 
for  thirty  poor  ancient  persons,  (twelve  to  be 
free  of  the  Haberdashers'  Company,  and  the 
other  eighteen  such  as  the  Master,  Wardens  and 
Assistants  of  this  Company  should  direct;)  also 
in  paying  10s.  to  the  Master,  and  5s.  to  each 
Warden  and  to  the  Clerk,  and  that  £50  residue 
of  the  £170  should  be  yearly  employed  towards 
the  discharge  of  twenty-five  poor  prisoners  for 
debt  in  London.  If  the  rents  fell  short,  a  pro- 
portionable abatement  to  be  made. 

Mary  Hobby,  the  relict  and  surviving  execu- 
trix of  the  said  John,  by  Deed  14th  March, 
1677,  among  other  things  recited,  that  she  had 
purchased  lands  at  Plumstead  and  Woolwich, 
of  the  yearly  value  of  £150,  that  the  several 
parties  were  satisfied  therewith,  and  that  it  had 
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been  agreed  that  the  lands  should  be  settled  on 
this  Company,  who  were  to  make  the  above 
payments,  which  agreement  was  confirmed  by 
a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  the  22nd 
February,  1676.  The  deed  also  recited  that 
the  said  Mary  Hobby  had  purchased  twenty 
acres  of  land  at  Watford,  of  the  yearly  value  of 
£20,  thereby  making'  the  yearly  rents  to  amount 
to  £170,  and  had  paid  £8.  3s.  2d.  the  balance 
of  the  £3000  to  this  Company. 

Great  irregularity  occurred  in  the  administra- 
tion of  this  trust,  particularly  in  1821,  when  it 
m  as  directed  that  separate  books  should  be  kept 
for  this  charity,  but  which  was  not  done.  In 
1832  a  Bill  in  Chancery  was  filed  against  the 
Company  in  respect  to  it,  and  a  decree  wes  made 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  on  the  10th  March, 
1834,  ordering  "  that  the  proceeds  should  there- 
after be  divided  rateably  among  the  objects 
contemplated  by  the  original  gift;"  notwith- 
standing this,  no  alteration  was  made  until  1837, 
when  the  balance,  which  was  declared  to  be  in 
hand  at  the  time  of  the  decree,  was  directed  to 
be  invested  in  the  3  per  cent.  Consols  ;  the 
books  were  commenced  from  1821,  and  the  in- 
come proportioned  as  directed. 

The  income  now  derived  from  the  said  lands, 
also  from  the  stock  so  purchased,  and  from  the 


80 

stock  purchased  by  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
some  timber,  amounts  to  £353.  4s.  10d.,  which 
after  deducting  a  charge  for  Wallscott  on  the 
Plumstead  estate,  and  other  necessary  expences, 
the  balance  is  divided  rateably  among  the  parties 
named. 

At  present  only  twenty  men  and  women  are 
clothed,  instead  of  thirty,  which  is  in  conse- 
quence of  a  greater  number  having  heretofore 
been  clothed  than  the  income  would  admit  of, 
thereby  incurring  a  debt.  It  is  however  expect- 
ed, that  on  the  11th  May,  1844,  six  more  may 
be  added  ;  and  probably  in  the  course  of  a  few 
years,  the  number  may  be  increased  to  that 
originally  intended. 

In  the  event  of  a  sale  of  any  timber,  the 
amount  is  to  be  invested,  and  the  dividends  only 
arising  therefrom  are  to  be  divided 
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HITCHIN'S  GIFT. 

000 

Robert  Hitchin,  by  Will  24th  June,  1680, 
gave  £1500  upon  trust  to  purchase  an  estate  in 
fee,  and  with  the  rents  to  clothe  yearly  on  St. 
Stephen's  day  twenty  poor  men  and  twenty 
poor  women,  six  of  each  class  to  be  inhabitants 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  without  Cripplegate, 
the  rest  to  be  free  of  the  Company ;  also  to  pay 
20s.  to  a  minister  for  a  sermon  on  that  day, 
2s.  to  the  reader,  5s.  to  the  Company's  clerk, 
and  2s.  (3d.  to  the  beadle. 

No  estate  was  purchased,  but  in  1690  the  ex- 
pences  were  charged  upon  Roger  Gardiner's 
trust ;  the  amount  however  of  £1500  was  after- 
wards considered  to  form  a  part  of  the  invest- 
ment under  Hennand's  deed;  but  the  income 
derived  from  thence  being  so  much  less  than 
the  yearly  expences  of  this  trust,  the  Court  in 
1838  determined  that  such  income  should  be 
carried  to  their  own  account,  whilst  the  ex- 
penditure under  this  trust  should  be  charged  as 
was  originally  done  upon  Roger  Gardiner's 
trust. 

Those  expences  however,  viz.  £146.  7s. 
being  heavy,  it  was  afterwards  ordered  that 
4-13ths  of  Webb's  balance,  about  £27  should 
be  first  brought  into  account,  and  the  balance 
only  charged  upon  Gardiner's  trust. 
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BURTON'S  GIFT. 


Francis  Burton,  in  1684  assigned  an  annuity 
of  20s.  per  annum,  granted  by  the  Company  to 
Rowland  Hill  and  others,  which  was  to  be  paid 
annually  to  two  Artizan  Clothworkers  equally. 

The  amount  is  yearly  carried  to  the  St. 
Thomas'  Eve  Fund,  being  made  a  charge  upon 
Claymond's  trust. 


EDWARD'S  GIFT. 

000 

William  Edwards,  by  Will  7th  April,  1700, 
gave  £100  upon  trust  to  pay  yearly  at  Christ- 
mas to  ten  Artizan  Clothworkers,  free  of  the 
of  the  Company,  10s.  each. 

This  gift  was  the  subject  of  a  Bill  in  Chan- 
cery, and  was  only  settled  on  the  12th  Decem- 
ber, 1752,  when  the  sum  of  £149.  13s.  5d.  was 
paid  for  the  original  £100,  and  the  award  of 
interest. 

In  consequence  of  such  amount  not  being 
invested,  the  amount  of  £5  has  been  made  a 
charge  upon  Claymond's  trust,  the  gift  being- 
carried  into  the  St.  Thomas'  Eve  Fund. 
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WEBB'S  GIFT. 


John  Webb,  by  Deed  23rd  December,  1697, 
gave  £1600  for  the  purchase  of  a  part  of  a  share 
in  the  New  River   Water  Works  in  trust,   to 
make  good  to  him   an  annuity  of  £86  for  his 
life,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  to  be  for  the  relief 
of  poor  members  of  the  Company.     After  Ins 
death,  then  to  apply  the  profits  for  providing 
on  the  5th  September  yearly,  unless  that  day 
fall  on  a  Sunday,   then  to  be  on  the  6th,  unto 
forty- four  poor  men  and  women,  forty  of  whom 
to  be  free  of  the  Company,   or  the  widows  of 
such ;  and  the  other  four  to  be  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Mary-at-Hill ;  to  each  of  them  3^  yards 
of  good  broad  cloth,  one  shirt  or  shift,  a  pair  of 
shoes,  and  a  pair  of  stockings ;  and  to  pay  to 
the  minister  of  the  said  parish  for  preaching 
a  sermon  on  that  day  20s.,  also  2s.  6d.  to  the 
parish  clerk,  Is.  6d.  to  the  sexton,  20s.  for  the 
poor  of  the  parish,  5s.  a  piece  to  the  master  and 
wardens   present  at  the  sermon,    6d.   to  each 
liveryman,    3s.  4d.  to  the  clerk,    2s.  6d.  to  the 
beadle,   Is.  6d.  each  to  the  under  beadle  and 
porter,  and  the  residue  of  the  rents,  if  any,  in 
providing  wine  and  cake  for  such  of  the  Com- 
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pany  as  are  present  at  the  distribution  of  the 
charity ;  but  if  the  rents  be  not  sufficient,  pro- 
portionable abatements  to  be  made  in  the  said 
payments,  so  as  the  whole  profits  be  employed 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

The  present  income  of  the  trust  is  about  £280 
per  annum,  whilst  the  expenditure  for  the  pur- 
poses before  named  amount  to  nearly  £180,  but 
which  does  not  include  the  expences  of  manage- 
ment ;  the  balance  of  this  trust,  is,  after  deduct- 
ing that  charge,  divided  yearly  among  Middle- 
more,  Heath,  and  Hitchin's  Clothing  Accounts, 
their  respective  incomes  being  of  themselves  too 
small  for  their  expenditures. 
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WEST'S  GIFTS, 

APPLICABLE  TO  POOR  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COMPANY  . 

000 

John  and  Frances  West,  by  Deed  9th  Janu- 
ary, 1713,  gave  premises  in  Great  St.  Helen's, 
on  lease  for  1000  years  from  Lady- day,  1683,  at 
£30,  which  was  to  be  yearly  divided  on  St. 
Thomas's  day,  or  within  three  days  after,  among; 
fifteen  of  the  poorest  Artizan  Cloth  workers,  and 
fifteen  poor  widows  of  said  Artizans. 

And  by  Deed  15th  February,  1717,  they  fur- 
ther gave  a  fee  farm  rent  of  £9,  issuing  out  of 
the  Manor  of  Sutton,  in  the  County  of  Somerset. 
Also  another  fee  farm  rent  of  £17.  7s.  Id.  issu- 
ing out  of  the  Manor  of  Michael  Creech,  in  the 
County  of  Somerset,  upon  trust,  to  distribute 
the  clear  yearly  rents  among  thirteen  of  the 
poorest  Artizan  Cloth  workers,  and  thirteen  poor 
widows  of  said  Artizans,  but  no  person  to  par- 
ticipate in  both  gifts  on  the  same  day. 

£6.  3s.  6d.  is  deducted  yearly  from  these 
two  rents,  being  the  amount  of  land  tax  charge- 
able thereon,  &c.  and  after  deducting  other  ex- 
pences,  the  balance  is  carried  to  the  St.  Thomas' 
Eve  Fund  for  distribution.  By  an  order  of 
Court  18th  December,  1767,  no  yearly  pension- 
ers are  allowed  to  partake  in  these  gifts. 
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WEST'S  GIFTS. 


Eight  other  trusts  created  by  John  and  Fran- 
ces West  are  administered  by  the  Company ; 
they  were  originally  intended  to  be  under  the 
management  of  the  President  and  Fellows  of 
Sion  College,  but  on  their  declining  them,  they 
were  undertaken  by  the  Company. 

These  trusts  have  been  the  subject  of  a  suit  in 
Chancery;  an  extract  from  the  decrees  made  on 
the  1st  June,  1736,  and  18th  March,  1754,  fully 
explaining  all  the  points  connected  with  these 
important  charities,  is  given  in  the  written  Re- 
gister. 

The  chief  part  of  the  income  under  these 
trusts,  is  directed  to  be  given  to  their  relations, 
and  to  blind  persons,  half  men  and  half  women, 
in  £5  pensions,  to  be  expended  in  meat,  drink, 
clothes,  and  other  necessaries,  and  not  to  be 
assignable  to  any  person,  nor  liable  to  their 
credits,  debts,  or  incumbrances,  and  to  be  paid 
only  to  the  said  persons.  No  person  to  be  eli- 
gible to  receive  more  than  one  pension;  and 
any  one  having  an  income  of  £20  per  annum, 
is  ineligible  to  be  elected,  or  if  after  election, 
they  become  possessed  of  such  income,  then 
the  pension  is  to  cease,  and  another  person  is 
to  be  immediately  appointed. 
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Part  of  No.  5  trust  is  set  apart  fur  appren- 
ticing yearly  two  boys,  the  sons  of  freemen  of 
the  Company. 

And  the  income  of  No.  8  trust  is  wholly 
given  for  the  support  of  Reading  School. 

The  Company  are  to  keep  books  containing 
a  description  of  the  charities,  their  accounts,  &c. 

These  trusts  during  the  last  five  years  have 
been  thoroughly  investigated.  In  the  early 
part  of  1836,  in  consequence  of  its  being  found 
that  there  was  a  large  balance  in  hand,  a  con- 
siderable number  of  new  pensions  (about  80) 
were  made,  making  altogether  271  pensioners, 
which  was  greater  than  the  trusts,  after  the  above 
balance  was  expended,  would  have  been  able  to 
support ;  the  Court  therefore  in  1 838  determin- 
ed, that  on  any  vacancies  occurring,  they  should 
not  be  filled  until  it  was  found  the  number 
was  sufficiently  reduced,  which  occurred  about 
April  last  year.     There  are  now 

205  blind  pensioners,  7  £5  per  annum 
and  32  relations,  )  each. 

Total  237  pensioners. 

Trust  No.  1.— J.  &  F.  West,  by  Deeds  23rd 
and  24th  May,  1718,  gave  premises  in  Wal- 
brook,  Fleet  Street,  Twickenham,  and  11am- 
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mersmith ;  also  two  quit  rents  payable  by  the 
Drapers'  Company,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  yearly 
rents  in  £5  pensions  to  poor  blind  men  and 
women,  their  kindred  being  preferred ;  then, 
poor  blind  persons  of  Newberry  and  Reading. 
The  present  income  is  £115.  13s.  and  there 
are  twenty  pensioners. 

Trust  No.  2.— J.  and  F.  West,  by  Deeds 
23rd  and  24th  December,  1718,  gave  premises 
in  Old  Street  and  Whitecross  Street,  in  trust, 
to  apply  the  yearly  rents  in  £5  pensions  to  poor 
blind  men  and  women,  kindred  being  preferred ; 
then,  poor  blind  persons  (if  any  such)  of  Twick- 
enham, Isleworth  and  Richmond.  The  present 
income  is  £185,  and  there  are  thirty- four  pen- 
sioners. 

Trust  No.  3.— J.  &  F.  West,  by  Deeds  22nd 
and  23rd  December,  1719,  gave  premises  in 
the  Poultry,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  yearly  rents 
in  £5  pensions  to  poor  blind  persons,  kindred 
being  preferred  ;  and  the  residue  to  such  chari- 
table uses  as  the  Company  should  appoint. 
The  present  income  is  £250,  and  there  are 
forty-six  pensioners. 

Trust  No.  4.— J.  &  F.  West,  by  Deeds  8th 
and  9th  January,  1723,  gave  premises  in  Man- 
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sion-house  Street,  &c.  in  trust,  to  apply  the 
yearly  rents  in  £5  pensions  to  poor  blind  per- 
sons, living  in  the  City  of  London,  or  the  li- 
berties thereof.  Part  of  the  premises  were  sold 
in  1834  to  the  City  of  London,  the  money  being 
invested  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  to  be  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  other  estates.  The  pre- 
sent income  is  £294.  6s.  2d.  and  there  are  fifty- 
five  pensioners. 

Trust  No.  5. — Frances  West,  by  Deeds  1 1th 
and  12th  December,  172:5,  gave  premises  in 
"Walbrook,  Ludgate  Hill,  and  Cannon  Street, 
in  trust,  to  pay  £20  in  apprenticing  two  boys, 
orphans,  whose  fathers  were  Clothworkers ; 
then  50s.  to  the  Clerk;  one  third  of  the  residue 
in  £5  pensions  among  poor  men  and  women  re- 
lated to  them,  within  the  o'th  degree;  if  no  re- 
latives, then  to  be  paid  to  poor  blind  men  and 
women  ;  one  other  third  to  poor  blind  men  and 
women ;  and  the  remaining  one  third  among 
poor  ancient  men  and  women  of  the  age  of  50 
years  at  least,  their  kindred  being  preferred ; 
and  after  them,  one  fourth  part  of  the  rest  of 
the  said  ancient  persons,  to  be  born  in  the  parish 
of  Twickenham,  and  the  other  three  fourths 
to  be  such  who  were  born  in  Reading. 

The  apprentice  fees,  in  consequence  of  the 
want  of  proper  objects,  became  the  subject  of  a 
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suit  in  Chancery,  and  a  decree  was  made  on 
the  5th  August,  1800,  ordering  the  amount  then 
in  hand  in  relation  to  the  apprentice  fees  to  be 
funded,  (the  stock  was  afterwards  sold  to  re- 
deem the  land  tax  charged  on  property  belong- 
ing to  this  trust)  and  the  interest  thereon  to  be 
paid  in  addition  to  the  £20  as  the  future  fees, 
making  each  fee  to  be  £20.  15s.  Id.;  the  decree 
also  directed  how  the  same  was  to  be  applied. 

The  present  income  is  £310,  and  after  pay- 
ment of  the  expences,  and  the  apprentice  fees, 
the  remainder  is  divided  into  thirds,  one  third 
being  paid  to  sixteen  poor  persons,  relations 
within  the  6th  degree ;  another  third  to  sixteen 
poor  persons,  relations  not  confined  within  the 
6th  degree  ;  and  the  other  third  to  sixteen  poor 
blind  persons. 

Trust  No.  6. — Frances  West,  by  a  codicil  to 
her  Will  24th  March,  1723,  gave  £2650  for  the 
purchase  of  lands,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  yearly 
rents  in  £5  pensions  to  poor  blind  persons, 
kindred  being  preferred;  after  them,  blind  per- 
sons of  Reading,  Newbury,  Twickenham,  and 
lastly  of  London.  The  money  so  given  was 
invested  in  stock,  and  produces  an  income  of 
£138.  17s.  10d.;  there  are  twenty-six  pen- 
sioners. 
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Trust  No.  7. — Frances  West,  by  another 
codicil  to  her  Will,  12th  November,  1724,  gave 
£650  to  purchase  lands,  in  trust,  to  pay  the 
yearly  rents  in  £5  pensions  to  poor  blind  per- 
sons, kindred  being  preferred ;  and  then  blind 
persons  of  Henley,  Oxford ;  but  in  case  there 
are  not  sufficient  blind  persons,  then  the  vacant 
pensions  to  be  given  to  poor  men  and  women 
of  Henley,  of  the  age  of  50  years  at  least.  The 
money  so  given  was  also  invested  in  stock;  the 
income  is  £45.  13s.  lOd.  and  there  are  eight 
pensions. 

Trust  No.  8.— John  West,  by  Will,  2nd  March, 
1688,  and  by  a  codicil  thereto  9th  January, 
1719,  gave  £  1 000  orphan  stock  for  the  purchase 
of  lands,  in  trust,  that  the  rents  be  applied  in 
the  harbouring,  maintaining,  and  educating  six 
boys  (born  in  the  town  or  parishes  of  Reading) 
in  the  blue  coat  school  in  Reading.  He  also 
gave  a  fee  farm  rent  in  the  County  of  North- 
ampton of  £6.  5s.  5d.  per  annum,  partly  for  the 
purpose  of  clothing  the  said  boys  on  their  going 
into  the  world,  and  the  residue  to  be  applied  to 
the  use  of  the  said  boys.  The  above  rent  was 
conveyed  to  the  Company  on  the  21st  January, 
1719,  and  appears  to  be  £6.  8s.  9^d.  (in  lieu  of 
£6.  5s.  5d.)  but  the  land  tax  and  expences  of 
receiving  it  reduce  the  amount  to  £5.  2s.  3^d. 
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By  another  codicil  8th  June,  1721,  Mr.  West 
gave  a  further  sum  of  £200  orphan  stock  in  ad- 
dition to  the  £1000,  to  be  also  laid  out  in  land. 
No  purchase  however  was  made,  but  the  des- 
cription of  stock  has  been  changed ;  there  is 
now  an  annual  income  of  £61.  4s.  HJd.  which 
is  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  Reading  school. 

Besides  the  above  charities  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
West,  there  are  others  given  by  them  in  the 
management  of  Christ's  Hospital,  in  which  the 
Company  are  interested,  particularly  in  seeing 
the  accounts  properly  kept.  In  April  of  last 
year,  a  communication  was  had  with  Christ's 
Hospital  thereon.  A  detailed  report  of  these 
charities  will  be  found  in  the  manuscript  register. 
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HEWER'S  GIFT. 


William  Hewer,  by  Will  9th  September, 
1715,  gave  £100  for  the  use  of  the  Company's 
poor ;  £5  is  charged  yearly  on  Claymond's  trust : 
such  amount  is  carried  into  the  St.  Thomas' 
Eve  Fund. 


WEBSTER'S  GIFT. 


Sir  Godfrey  Webster,  by  Will  dated  in  1720, 
gave  £700  in  trust  to  the  Company  to  pay  yearly 
on  the  4th  November,  unless  that  should  be 
Sunday,  then  on  the  5th,  to  twenty  poor  work- 
ing Cloth  workers,  or  the  widows  of  such ;  or, 
if  not  enough  of  them,  to  other  freemen  of  the 
Company,  or  their  widows,  one  guinea  each. 
The  above  sum  was  carried  into  the  Company's 
Accounts ;  there  is  therefore  a  yearly  charge  of 
£21  made  upon  Claymond's  trust  to  meet  the 
payments  made  to  the  poor.

Samuel  Aaron,  by  Will  I  Oth  April,  1730, 
gave  £300  to  distribute  £12  annually  at  Christ- 
mas, viz.  £10  amongst  the  ten  Almsmen,  and

Of  the  above  legacy  only  £274.  10s.  was  re- 
ceived ;  the  Almspeople  are  however  paid  the 
full  amounts  directed,  the  same  being  charged 
upon  Claymond's  trusts.

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In  consequence  of  the  smallness  of  the  sums 
originally  set  apart  for  each  loan,  application 
was  made  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  direc- 
tions for  the  future  management  of  these  trusts, 
and  on  the  31st  July,  1840,  the  Vice-Chancellor 
gave  judgment,  directing,  that  in  future  the 
above  amounts  should  be  united  in  two  separate 
funds,  viz  "The  loan  fund  bearing  interest,"  and 
the  other,  "The  loan  fund  not  bearing  interest," 
that  after  deducting  the  costs  of  the  suit,  the 
first  fund  should  be  made  £800,  the  sum  re- 
quired to  do  so  being  taken  from  the  latter  fund. 
That  the  Company  might  lend  thereout  by  way 
of  loan,  to  freemen  of  the  said  Company,  such 
sums  as  they  might  think  fit,  but  not  to  exceed 
£300  to  any  one  freeman,  for  a  period  of  three 
years,  at  an  interest  of  3  per  cent,  per  annum  ; 
and  in  case  all  or  any  part  of  the  £800  be  not 
lent,  then  the  Company  are  to  pay  the  like  in- 
terest for  the  amount  in  hand,  which  interest  is 
to  be  apportioned  in  the  manner  directed  by 
the  donors  mentioned  in  the  first  list. 

That  the  Company  should  also  lend  what  re- 
mained of  the  second  fund,  by  way  of  loan  to 
freemen  in  such  sums  as  they  might  think  fit, 
but  not  to  exceed  £150  to  any  one  freeman,  for 
a  period  of  three  years,  without  payment  of  any 
interest. 
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The  parties  to  whom  the  loans  are  granted, 
to  enter  at  their  own  expence  into  a  bond  with 
two  or  three  sureties  for  the  repayment  of  the 
loan,  and  the  interest  (if  any)  thereon. 

The  Company  to  keep  proper  books  of  ac- 
eount,  &c. 

And  that  whenever  any  part  of  the  said  mo- 
nies are  in  hand,  the  Company  shall  put  up 
notice  thereof  in  their  Hall,  and  shall  advertise 
the  same  when  it  amounts  to  £500  or  upwards 
in  two  of  the  London  daily  newspapers. 

By  such  decree,  the  amount  to  be  lent  with- 
out interest  is  reduced  to  £1218.  9s.  6d.

3  per  cent,  consols  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  in- 
terest (after  paying  all  reasonable  expences)  in 
equal  shares  among  fifteen  poor  blind  men,  and 
fifteen  poor  blind  women. 

By  direction  of  the  Court,  2nd  May,  1810, 
no  deduction  is  made  for  any  expences,  and  by 
order  of  Court,  4th  July,  1810,  no  blind  person, 
being  a  pensioner  of  the  Company,  can  enjoy  a 
pension  under  this  trust. 

The  income  is  £270  per  annum. 
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TOWNSEND'S  GIFT. 


Sir  Thomas  Townsend,  in  1791,  gave  his 
house  in  Broad  Street,  which  the  Court  could 
not  accept,  the  gift  being  void  by  the  statute 
9th  Geo.  II.  c.  36. 


THWAYTES'  GIFT. 

000 

William  Thwaytes,  by  Will  24th  March, 
1831,  gave  £20,000  to  be  distributed  to  poor 
blind  persons  in  the  way  the  Company  may 
think  most  proper,  but  none  to  have  more  than 
£10  annually.  He  also  gave  £20,000  to  be 
laid  out  in  the  way  that  may  tend  to  make  the 
the  Company  comfortable. 

The  money  was  invested  in  the  3  per  cent, 
consols;  the  interest  on  the  amount  for  the 
blind  is  £587.  15s.  which  is  distributed  among 
fifty-nine  pensioners  ;  the  interest  on  the  latter 
amount  is  £587.  19s.  out  of  which  the  Com- 
pany pay  ten  ancient  pensioners  £10  each  per 
annum.  An  annual  dinner  is  given  to  the 
Livery,  and  the  cost  for  cakes  had  on  Heath, 
Middlemore,  Lute  and  Hitchin's  clothing  days 
is  charged  to  this  trust. 

A  marble  tablet  was  put  up  during  the  year 
1 841 ,  in  the  long  parlour,  to  the  memory  of  this 
munificent  Donor. 
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ACTON'S   GIFT.

Hannah  Acton,  the  widow  of  Samuel,  late  a 
liveryman,  in  the  year  1837  gave  in  conformity 
to  his  wishes  £1000,  which  was  invested  in 
consols,  and  produces  a  yearly  interest  of 
£32.  9s.  6d.,  £30  of  which  is  annually  paid  to 
four  poor  blind  persons. 

HEATHER'S   CHARITY. 


Elizabeth  Heather,  by  Will  4th  January, 
1801,  gave  £2000  for  charitable  purposes,  to 
be  under  the  management  of  certain  individuals, 
but  the  same  is  by  virtue  of  a  decree  under  the 
Court  of  Chancery  about  to  be  vested  in  this 
Company.  The  interest  arising  from  the  fund* 
after  deducting  expences,  is  to  be  divided 
yearly  on  the  1st  December,  or  within  one 
week  after,  among  six  poor  widows  of  deceased 
housekeepers;  the  Company  are  to  keep  an 
account  of  the  charity,  and  are  to  advertise 
the  gift  in  the  first  and  second  weeks  in  No- 
vember yearly  in  three  London  papers,  giving 
a  full  description  of  the  charity,  and  what  is 
necessary  to  be  done  by  parties  applying  to  par- 
take therein. 
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THE  IRISH  ESTATE. 


The  original  acquisition  of  this  property  by 
the  Company  took  place  in  the  time  of  James 
the  First.  As  the  Company  was  not  able  to 
advance  the  whole  sum  required,  other  Com- 
panies were  joined,  whose  interests  however 
are,  with  the  exception  of  the  Merchant  Tai- 
lors' Company,  now  vested  in  this  Company. 
Besides  this  estate,  the  Company  are  also  in- 
terested in  the  lands  and  fisheries  held  by  the 
Irish  Society,  but  no  dividends  have  been  re- 
ceived from  them  since  1837. 

The  estate  held  by  the  Company  was  formerly 
let  to  one  party ;  the  last  lease  so  granted 
lapsed  on  the  14th  January,  1840,  when  the 
Company  determined  to  let  the  land  to  those 
parties  who  were  strictly  the  occupiers ;  this 
has  since  been  done,  and  the  Company  are  now 
actively  engaged  in  improving  the  estate,  in 
granting  loans  to  their  tenantry,  in  building 
schools,  promoting  education,  making  roads, 
and  planting  timber,  which  occasions  a  very 
large  outlay,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for 
some  years. 
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The  present  income  is  about  £6000,  but 
which  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  it  is  expected 
will  be  materially  improved.  After  payment 
of  all  expences,  the  balance  is  divided  between 
the  two  Companies;  the  Company's  interest 
being  £3814  to  £1186  for  the  Merchant  Tai- 
lor's Company.

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WATFORD  ESTATE. 


The  Company  in  October,  1685,  purchased 
a  tenement,  corn  mill,  and  other  premises,  ad- 
joining the  18  acres  of  land  held  by  them  under 
Hobby's  trust.  These  premises  are  now  let  to 
Mr.  Smith,  a  paper  manufacturer,  who  has 
lately  made  a  great  addition  to  the  buildings.

Tli is  property  is  copyhold,  and  is  held  under 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury,  conjointly 
with  the  Mercers'  and  Fishmongers1  Companies, 
who  acquired  the  property  about  the  year  1642, 
for  the  purpose  of  housing  their  barges. 

The  Company  having  discontinued  their 
barge  for  30  years,  have  let  their  barge  house, 
at  different  times,  the  present  rent  being  £50 
per  annum.  In  the  year  1814,  a  part  of  the 
property  was  sold  to  the  Vauxhall  Bridge  Com- 
pany ;  the  purchase  money  was  invested  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery,  to  be  again  laid  out  in  other 
estates.  The  Company  receive  £17.  5s.  6d. 
yearly  as  their  third  share  of  the  interest  there- 
on. The  Company  pay  their  proportion  of  the 
yearly  quit  rent  of  5s.  4d. 

The  present  trustees  were  admitted  on  the 
12th  November,  1802. 
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ISLINGTON  ESTATE. 


This  property  is  also  copyhold,  and  forms 
a  part  of  the  Manor  of  Islington ;  it  is  held 
by  trustees  who  were  last  admitted  in  1837. 
The  estate  adjoins  that  of  Packington's,  and 
was  purchased  by  the  Company  at  various  pe- 
riods; a  part  was  sold  to  the  Regent's  Canal 
Company,  in  1819,  the  money  being  invested 
in  the  Court  of  Chancery  to  be  applied  in  the 
purchase  of  other  property.  The  present  in- 
come is  £303.  10s.  4d.  but  which  will  improve 
as  the  present  leases  expire ;  and  if  it  could  be 
enfranchised,  a  very  considerable  addition  (it  is 
expected)  would  immediately  result. 

Several  attempts  have  been  made  by  the  Com- 
pany to  improve  this  property,  and  to  obtain 
the  enfranchisement  of  the  copyhold  ;  but  the 
conditions  required  by  the  present  lord  of  the 
manor,  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Hale,  were  considered 
so  onerous,  that  the  Company  refused  to  accept 
them.

The  ground  whereon  the  Hall  now  stands  was 
conveyed  to  the  Company  of  Sheremen  in  the 
year  1456.  A  yearly  payment  of  £l  is  made  to 
the  Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  of  Allhallows 
Staining  for  the  poor.  Adjoining  to  these  pre- 
mises the  Company  in  1840,  erected  some  new 
offices,  and  endeavoured  to  purchase  the  free- 
hold of  the  ground,  in  which  they  have  every 
prospect  of  success. 

WOOD  STREET. 


These  premises  were  purchased  in  1519,  by 
the  Company  of  Sheremen  for  £30,  .£10  thereof 
being  given  to  them  by  a  Mr.  Saunders.  The 
premises  are  let  at  £65  per  annum,  till  Mid- 
summer 1866. 
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BILUTER  LANE. 


Besides  the  property  before  described  in  Ire-

CLOTHING. 


Two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  persons,  of 
whom  forty- eight  are  not  free  of  the  Company, 
are  clothed  annually  under  Heath,  Hobby, 
Webb,  Evans,  Lambe,  Middlemore,  Lute,  and 
Hitchin's  trusts. 
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RELIEF. 


Donations  of  £3  are  granted  to  poor  persons 
free  of  the  Company  at  every  court  day. 

Donations  of  £4  are  also  so  granted  for  the 
burial  of  poor  persons  free  of  the  Company ; 
these  are  charged  on  R.  Gardiner's  trust,  under 
the  head  of  casual  relief. 


ANNUITANTS. 


Annuities,  varying  in  amount  according  to 
the  time  the  parties  have  been  connected  with 
the  Company,  and  according  to  their  station  in 
life,  are  granted  to  other  persons  free  of  the 
Company ;  these  amounts  are  charged  on  Orms- 
ton's  trust. 
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
